Fall River Cotton. Mills Order a 
Sharp Reduction. 


OPERATIVES WILL RESIST IT 


° 
Meeting of Textile Council] Is Called 
To Consider Action of the 
Manufacturers. 


Fall River, August 12.—The Fall River 
cotton manufacturers this afternoon at 
a@ meeting for the purpose of discussing 
the question of wage reduction unani- 
mously voted to reduce wages to a basis 
of 17 cents for weaving, the reduction to 
@9 into effect September 3. This is abdut 
a 14 per cent cut. the present price of 
weaving being 19.8 cents. The vote was 
unanimous with one exception, this man 
voting against the reduction only on the 
question as to the amount. An agreement 
will be drawn up for the signatures and 
will be passed by the executive commit- 
tee of the association. 
che mgnufacturers agreed in the state- 
ment that the only objections offered had 
to do with the amount and the time of 
the reduction and had nothing to do with 
the reduction itself. A very significant 
‘fact In connection with the meeting was 
the absence of Simeon B. Chase. treas- 
urer of the King Philip mills, and George 
H. Hills, treasurer of the Davo) muiiis. 
The King Philip mills are engaged upon 

hat ts: known as fine goods. 

In the event of a resistance to the cut- 
down, a matter which has been talked 
of more seriously than anything else in 
connection with the provision, it is not 
thought that the fine goods mills will be 
asked to assist in the fight in order to 
make the reduction agreement operative. 
If the reduction is opposed, it is expected, 
‘of course, that these mills will aid the 
ethers in other ways. 
| Representatives of the various labor 
organizations in Fall River met directly 
after the announcement of the action of 
the Manufacturers’ association, and a 
Imeeting of the textile council was called 
lfor next Thursday night. At that meet- 
ing a plan of action and perhaps of re- 
sistance will be formulated and the mat- 
ter discussed. The labor men say they 
do not believe the operatives will accept 
the reduction. 

In regard -to the adoption of a sliding 
scale. which was agitated some time ago, 
it is not expected that the operatives will 
accept it. 

The manufacturers think that the lead- 
ers do pot want to appear as advocating 
a sliding scale because if it fails as an 
‘experiment the leaders will come in for 
a share of adverse criticism, but the man- 
ufacturers who advocate a sliding scaie 
gay such a plan is essential to the con- 
tract business in ordering goods to be 
placed on a safe basis. 

The opératives on every hand tonight 
talked over the maovement of the associa- 
tion and the sentiment seemed to be in 
favor of the resisting.

Strike Leaders Claim They Have 
Surprises in Store for Trust.

Pittsburg, Pa., August 12—The strug: 
gle for mastery between manufacturers 
and men in the steel industry is now fair- 
ly jaunched, and on the first show of 
strength advantage is with the former. 
The general Strike order issued by Pres!- 
dent Shaffer, of the Amalgamated asso- 
clation, has so far been obeyed by only 
about 14,000 men, according to the best 
figures obtal)-< ble here. The first two pre- 
liminary calls were answered by about 
45,000 men, so that the total number now 
out is in the neighborhood of 9,000. The 
strikers made gains here today over the 
showing of last night, and their prospects 
for further accessions at both McKeesport 
and Wheeling curing the week are very 
fax orable.

They 
would not discuss the desertion of their’ 
western fellows, although Mr. Shaffer 
made what was evidantly intended for a 
brief reference to them in a short state- 
ment he gave out at noon. Another 
declaration in the same interview was re- 
garded as highly significant here. It wus 
to the effect that no effort would be made 
to cal} out members of the American 
Federation of Labor, and that any action 
on their part must be voluntary. 

President Sheffer said: 


“We have no official information 
about the situation in the west. I 
do not believe Vice President Davis, 
of Chicago, has/accepted a superin- 
tendency from the trust, as reported. 
My only regret is that some men 
working in the slave pens of the 
trust have not enough spirit to come 
out and join the strikers. .I will.not 
take any part in calling out the Fed- 
eration of labor. Its action must be 
voluntary. The Amalgamated has 
not lost anything but has made 
gains.”’ | 

Secretary Williams said: 

“IT think the greatest surprise of 
the strike will come to the steel of- 
ficials when they find we have in- 
vaded the Carnegie plant. We have 
reliable reports that the lower city 
mill is tied up, and that but one mill 
in the upper mills is on. We have

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LAW ASKED TO CRUSH TRUST 


Anti-Trust League and Labor Behind 
the Suit. 
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KNOX IS REQUESTED TO ACT 


If He Refuses, Mandamus Will He 
Resorted To—War on Trust 
in Qhio. 


Washington, August 12.—The joint com- 
mittee of the American. Anti-Trust 
League and district assembly No. 66 of 
the Knights of Labor held another meet- 
ing tonight to consider the question of 
bringing legal action against the United 
States Steel Corporation. The members 
say they are satisfied after conferences 
by telegraph and by letter with Hon. 
Frank 8. Monnett, of Ohio, and with 
local attorneys that there is ample evi- 
dence available for a successful issue 
against the corporation. A special com- 
mittee will be appointed td present the 
matter te Attorney General Knox with a 
plea that he institute proceedings against 
the trust under the Sherman. act. If 
these efforts fail recourse will be had to 
mandamus or other proceedings to attain 
the object sought. 

The committee will cooperate with in- 
dividuals and associations in other states 
where help is desired in proceedings 
against the steel corporation. A contribu- 
tion of $500 toward defraying expenses in- 
cident to the proceedings to be begun was 
made by the Anti-Trust league. 

Suit To Be Brought in Ohio. 

Columbus, Ohio, August 12.—It was 
learned today that Attorney General 
Sheets will bring suit against the United 
States Steel Corporation under the 
Valentine trust law, regardless of any 
steps the company may take to comply 
with the law governing foreign corpora- 
tions doing business in the state. The at- 
torney general declined to make public 
the plan of action agreed upon. 

It was stated at the office of the secre- 
tary of state, however, that notices 
would be sent to the United States Steel 
Corporation not later than Thursday 
calling attention to the fact that it has 
failed to comply with the law requiring 
foreign corporations to file certain re- 
ports with the state officers and to pay 
the tax of one-tenth of 1 per cent upon 
the proportion of its capital stock used in 
Ohio. It is believed that the reply to 
this notice will be referred to the at- 
torney general and that it will be used as 
the basis for action. 

It is said the suit against the United 
States Steel Corporation will be very 
similar to the one filed against the Stand- 
ard Oil trust by Attorney General Wat- 
gon some years ago.

FIVE NEGRO MEN BURIED 


"NEATH FALLING WALL 
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Five negro workmen were buried 
under falling walls yesterday afternoon 
about 3:30 o’clock, while tearing down the 
old fire engine house on. Broad street at 
the southwest end of the bridge. 

One negro had a compound fracture of 
the thigh, one had his leg broken and 
three were badly bruised. 

No one was killed and the five injured 
men were a!l that were caught under the 
crumbling bricks, despite the fact that 
many wild rumors were put afloat about 
several negroes having been buried alive 
under the debris. 

The falling walls made very little noise 
and passers by in the street were not 
aware that an aocident had occurred until 
they saw some of the wounded men scram- 
bling from under the pile of brick, plage 
ter and mortar. 

Quickly a large crowd collected until the 
streets in the vicinity were packed and 
four policemen were kept busy holding 
back the excited people. 

Thought Many Were Killed. 

The rumor was quickly circulated that 
two or three men were killed and that 
their crushed and mangled bodies were 
under the walls «This ad@@ad to the crowd 
and to the excitement. 

The Grady hospital ambulance was gent 
for and the wounded men were taken to 
the hospital, where their injuries were 
examined by the physicians, 

The injured negroes are: 

Shadrack Barrow, hip fractured in three 
places and probably internally injured. 

John Greenwood, leg broken. 

George Johnson, Tom Smith and Halleck 
Andrews, bruised about the head nnd 
body. 

The hospital physicians do not think any 
of the men are seriously hurt, except Bar- 
row, and he will recover. 

Tore Down Old Engine House. 

Several days ago a gang of workmen 
began to tear down the old eneine house 
that had been one of the landmarks of the 
city for nearly half a century. After the 
roof and interior of the building had been

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removed five negroes were put to work to 
pull down the walls. 

Yesterday afternoon the gang had a 
rope fastened to a wall, a_ portion of 
which had been shaken off. They were 
all pulling at the rope when another wa!l 
to their right suddenly crumbled and fe?! 
over on them. The wall was not very 
high or they all might have been killed. 

George Johnson and John Greenwood 
were the first to extricate themselves 
from the debris and they scrambled from 
under the pile and limped into the street 
covered with dust and bruises. A few 
seconds lates Tom Smith made his ap- 
pearance, 

By this time a crowd had gathered and 
several white men ran into the building 
and dragged out Shadrack Barrow, who 
was unable to walk. 


Looking for Dead Men. 


The ambulance carried off the four men 
and tt.en the reports about deasl men be- 
ing under the fallen walls caused an Iin- 
spection by the police. They found one 
more negro and he was at the bottom of 
the base of the building, near the rail- 
road tracks. The old man was Halleck 
Andrews and it was thought at first he 
was dead. After the walis had crumbled 
he had siided down toward the railroad 
and .ay there. half unconscious. 

When placed arypon his feet, Andrews 
brushed the dust out of his eyes and said: 

‘‘All I wants, gemmen, am er gude dram 
ob licker." 

He was taken to the hospital, but was 
not seriously hurt. He got the dram. 


Accident Unlooked For. 


What caused the wall to tumble is not 
known, unless the vibration of the bricks 
the men were pulling at made {it fall, 

The crowd slowly dispersed when it Was 
ascertained that no men had be?2n k.lled. 

Several negroes, late last evening, were 
still certain that two men were under the 
debris and they were anxious to get some- 
body to dig them out. 

The contractor doing the work and the 
men who were mirt said that there were 
only five in the gang. 

The accident must have caused at least 
three thousand people to collect on Broad 
and Forsyth streets and the four police- 
men present had as much as they could 
do to keep the men and boys from the 
building and out of the way of danger.

DETECTIVE BUREAU — 
RELEGATED TO PAST 
BY COMMISSIONERS 


Department {s Abolished Fol~ 
lowing the Suggestion of 
Chief Ball, 


HE WILL DIRECT WORK 
OF AGL CITY DETECTIVES 


Detective Sergeant Hereafter Will 
Stand Upon Same Plane with 
the Men Formerly Under 
Him, the Office Being 
Abolished. 


Under a resolution adopted by the boara 
of police commissioners last night, the 
office of a chief of detectives and the “de- 
tective bureau’ were virtually abolishe. 
The detectives hereafter are to report dl- 
rectly to the chief of police and all the 
detective work is to be supervised [rem 
the chief's office. 

A fight was made on one section of the 


| chief's recommendation, and it wae atrick- 


en out. This did not exactiy do what the 
opponents to the section desired, as the 
balance of the resolution made the office 
of a sergeant of detectives practically a 
nonenity. All the commissioners, how- 
ever, favored giving the chief full power. 

The recommendation of the chief as 
adepted was as follows: 

‘To the Honorable Board of Police 
Commissioners of the City of Atlanta— 
Gentlemen: In.view of the loose manage- 
ment of the detective department, the 
lack of discipline and the unsatisfactory 
results therefrom under the present sys-— 
tem of regulations for its government, 
and, noting that the services of said de- 
partment have been more satisfactory 
during the last two weeks when the mMem- 
bers have reported direct to the chief, 
therefore, for the gocd of the department 
in general, and the city of Atlanta, I beg 
to recommend the following for your care- 
ful consideration: 

What Was Recommended. 

‘1. That the offices of the detective de- 
partrent be removed to the chief's office, 
where its entire operations can be under 
his Cirect supervision. The chief's office 
can be arranged so as to give ample room 
to the two clerks who will then occupy 
the same office. ; “ 

“2. That each member of the detective 
department make his daily report direct 
to the chief of police, report to him for in- 
structions and, in his absence, report to 
the captain in charge of the watch at that 
time. 

“3. That the two telephones now used 
by the detective department will then be 
unnecessary and can be discontinued, as 
the two now in the chief's office will be all 
that is necessary.’ 

Under this resolution Sergeant Harvey 
Bedford, who is now suspended, will con- 
tinue to be a sergeant, but the men will 
not report to him. He will, ike the other 
detectives, work directly under the chief 
of police and when the chief is absent he 
will report to the captains like the other 
sergeants. 

One Section Stricken Out. 

A fight was made by Commissioners 
Johnson and Brotherton on a paragraph 
that read as follows: 

‘That the sergeant of detectives be de 
tailed as one of the other detectives, and 
subject to the orders of the captains, as 
the other sergeants.” 

This was stricken out, but section 8 
of the resolution, adopted to all intents 
and purposes, left the detective sergeant 
like a statesman without a job, and he 
must report to the captains. 

Hereafter Chief Ball will have entire 
contro] of the detective force and there 
willl be no separate detective bureau, and 
when the chief is absent from his office 
the detectives, including the sergeant, will 
report to the captain then on duty. 

This will. it is believed, work a revolu- 
tion in the detective department. When 
he voted for the change last night, Com- 
missioner Fox remarked: “I am for any 
sort of a change for I don’t think that 
the detective department can be’ made any 
worse.”’ 

Bedford was suspended by the boanmi for 
thirty days for falling to make reports 
to the chief of police. The action taken 
by the board last night wae a sequel to 
the suspension,

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HR KILLED- MAN. ON BOAT 


Steward McCord Waited for Some 
One To Try Him. 


HIS ENLISTMENT EXPIRED 


He Drew His Pay and Has Gcne 
to Boston—Story of the Tragedp 
~ at Matanzas, Ouba.

Brunswick, Ga., August 12,—(Special.)— 
After having killed a man on*‘an Ameri- 
can vessel in a foreign port, and return- 
ing to this country to be arrested with- 
out securing the attention of the proper 
authorities, A. McCord, steward of the 
schooner Robert J. Moulton, finally de- 
cided to draw his wages and go to Bos- 
ton. | 
Such in brief is the pecullar and in- 
teresting story which was briefly referred 
to in these dispatches Friday and Satur- 
day night last. 

According to the story as related in 
detail by Captain Cook, master cf the 
vessel, McCord, while acting steward dur- 
ing the voyage to Mantanzas, offended 
S. Sandstrom, a seaman. Sandstrom 
became very ugly but wag quieted and 
all went well until shore leave was grant- 
ed some of the crew in the Cuban port. 

When Sandstrom returned to the ves- 
sel he was full of rum and fell over- 
board. While in the water he announced 
his intention of drowning and pulled off 
his trousers. The crew's efforts to save 
him were resisted fOr awhile, but finally 
Sandstrom decided not -to drown. and 
grabbing a ladder that was shoved over 
the vessel’s side, he pulled up on deck. 
Arriving over the rail he divested him- 
self of his shirt. the only remaining: gar- 
ment, and clad in nature’s garb started 
in the galley after the steward and 
seized a razor to cut him. The steward 
knocked the razor out of his hand with 
an axe and made his escape to the cap- 
tain’s cabin. Sandstrom then secured one 
of the steward’s big knives and started 
after him. Captain Cook gave the stew- 
ard a pistol and told him to defend him- 
self. The steward went on deck, Sand- 
strom following. McCord warned Sand- 
strom not to approach nearer and Sand- 
strom halted but threw the knife at Me- 
Cord, inflicting a severe wound on his 
head. McCord then emptied -the’ pistol’s 
contents in Sandstrom’s body, and one 
shot penetrating near the heart, killed 
him. Captain Hay, captain of the port 
of Mantanzas, was notified and sent on 
board for McCord, holding him in ‘jail 
at Mantanzas until the vessel sgatiled. 
Sandstrom’s body was buried at Man- 
tanzas. 

When the Moulton sailed MeCord was 
remanded back to Captain Cook with in- 
Structions to deliver him to the United 
States marshal on touching at an Ameri- 
can port. On arriving here ten days ago 
Captain Cook reported the case to.the 
custom authorities, who had no authority 
to arrest McCord. Captain Cook states 
that he also reported-the matter to the 
United States commissioner, but as no 
one came on board to take McCord and 
his time of enrollment had expired; he 
_ not a eee to hold him 
onger, sO paid him off and let him .

Getting Good Prices for North Geor- 
. gia Fruit. 


LARGE YIELD OF ORCHARDS 


Estimated That Five Hundred Cars 
Will Be Needed To Transport 
Fruit from Calhoun District. 


Calhoun, Ga., August 12.—(Special.)— 
The peach industry in north Georgia is 
attaining mammoth proportions. About 
nine hundred cars will be shipped. Last 
year the output was about four hundred 
cars. 

The first shipmént of peach@s in car 
load lots from Calhoun were made last 
year, when about twenty cars were han- 
died. The shipments up to date for this 
season, amount to about thirty cars, 
with about twenty car loads to go out 
the coming week. There are numerous 
orchards in the county that are not in 
bearing this year. 

The high prices realized by the growers 
for the present crop have started a peach 
craze and hundreds of acres of land sur- 
rounding Calhoun will be put in Elbertas. 
It is doubtful whether the nurseries will 
be able to supply the general demand for 
young trees that will) be made from 
north Georgia this fall. Priges of the 
present crop are ruylitg high. Several 
hundred crates were sold at the cars 
yesterday at $1.50 per crate and returns 
from cars recently shipped show an 
average, net, of about $1.25 per ctate. 

Calhoun needs a crate and canning fac- 
tory badly and there will be a good open- 
ing here for such an industry and money 
in it for some enterprising man. 

The fruit growers are unanimous in the 
opinion that the early varieties of 
peaches will not pay, and only Elbertas 
will be put out in the future.

POKER PLAYERS DISTURBED 


—— 


Cfficers Surprise Them—Midnight 
Court Summons the Offenders 
and Fines Them—Nearly 
All. Georgia Cities 
Represented. 


Macon, Ga., August 12.—(Special.)—The 
topic of discussion in Macon today is the 
raid made last evening by a deputy sher- 
iff of Butts county on a room at Indian 
Spring, in which a game of stud and draw 
poker was being played by well known 
persons. There were thirteen persons— 
unlucky number—in the room at the mo- 
ment the officer unexpectedly entered, 
and with drawn pistol commanded the 
crowd to consider themselves under ar- 
rest. 

This was exactly at hatf-past 5 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon. He locked the door 
on the astonished prisoners and told them 
they would have to remain confined in the 
room until midnight, when Judge Frank 
Curry, of the county court of Butts, 
would come and try them. 

Parties who were in the room say that 
the playing continued unmolested from 
the time the officer locked the door until 
the hour of midnight, when Judge Curry 
arrived and opened court in the very 
room where the playing had occurred 
and where the men had been kept con- 
fined. The opening of court had been de- 
layed on account of the night being Sun- 
day. 

Judge Curry was not long in adminis- 
tering the law. He first fined the propri- 
etor of the poker room $600, but after- 
wards reduced the fine to $300, and the 
amount was promptly paid. 

The next highest fine assessed was $200, 
but this defendant demanded indictment 
and trial and was required to give bond 
in the sum of $1,000. The fines of the 
others ranged from $37.50 to $100.

Yesterday, Sunday. was perhaps the nrost 
important day of the meeting, and it wes 
estimated that there were a thousand 
persons upon the camp grounds during 
the day. Many attended from Columbus, 
some going by train, but the _ greater 
number by private conveyances.

G. G. MacDonell, Rev. H. M. Morrison 
and Rev. W. L. Wootten. 

Professor Hinton, of Wesleyan college, 
has been in attendance upon the meeting 
in the interest of that institution. A 
popular feature has been the singing of 
Rev. W. L. Wooten, of Columbus. Sev- 
eral ‘“‘tents’” are maintained at the Ca- 
taula camp grounds by people of that 
community, and the most open-hearted 
hospitality prevailed. Yesterday’ the 
death-cry of the yellow-legged Gceergia 
chicken mingled the day long with the 
preachers’ shouts from the tabernacle, 
and the combination was not an un- 
happy one. 

Cooking is conducted on a large scale, 
and the delicious dishes are prepared by 
an efficient corps of the antebellum edi- 
tion of the family servants.

DREDGE IN CHATTAHOOCHEE. 


Government Improves Its Work on 
River at Columbus. 

Columbus, Ga., August 12.—(Special.)— 
The dredge boat which has been in course 
of construction at the Columbus wharf 
for some time, has been completed, the 
trial test has been made by Captain J. W. 
Singleton, United States engineer having 
in charge this system of rivers, and the 
boat has been formally accepted in behalf 
of the government. The boat was built 
by the M. A. Sweeney Shipyard and 
Foundry Company, of Jeffersonville, Ind., 
and the job is {n every way a satisfactory 
one. It is well and solidly constructed 
and the machinery works as smoothly as 
could be expected of any new machinery. 
The boat starts out at once to do needed 
dredge work on the Chattahoochee river 
between Columbus and Eufaula.

The 
boat will act more or less as a patrol or 
the upper river, cutting sandbars and 
dredging the channel wherever néeded.

TO TAKE PLACE OF SAMPSON. 


Admiral Johnson Chosen for the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard. 
Washington, August 12.—The navy de- 
partment has selected Rear Admiral Mor- 
timer L. Johnson, now in command at the 
Port Royal naval station, to succeed Ad- 
miral Sampson in command of the Boston 
navy yard when the latter officer shall 
retire. The formal appointment has not 
been made, as it is not known how soon 
Admiral Sampson may wish to be re- 
lieved or whether he will wait until his 
retirement from the service next Febru- 
ary. However, It is usual, when the re- 
tirement of an officer is ahead, to look 
about for those available to succeed him, 


‘and this led the department some weeks 


ago to determine upon Admiral Johnson 
for the prospective service. 

It has been known for some time to 
navy department officials that Admiral 
Sampson is not in robust health, and that 
he might desire to lay aside his duties at 
the yard before the date of his retirement 
from the service. As to this, however, it 
is stated at the navy department that 
there is no definite information from Ad- 
miral Sampson. He has not asked to be 
relieved, or indicated when he would like 
to be detachéd. 

It is stated that the action of the de- 
partment has no connection with the 
Schley court of inouiry. Officials of the 
department were unable to say today 
whether Admiral Sampson would be sum- 
moned as a witness, or would appear 
otherwise before the court, although it 
was said to be altogether probable that 
he would be among the witnesses. Ex- 
amination of the law elicits the fact that 
Admiral Sampson is not entitled to legal 
representation at the hearing of the court. 
From an _. official viewpoint, Admiral 
Sampson does not figure in the inquiry 
at all. It is improbable also that Captain 
Lemly, judge advocate of the proposed 
court of inquiry, will ask the government 
for assistance in handling the case.

Washington, August 12.—The state de- 
partment has received a cablegram from 
Mr. Rockhill, at Pekin, reporting that 
the draft of the final protocol has been 
agreed upon. A tariff of 5 per cent effec- 
tive, will be put in force two months 
after the signing of the final protocol, 
excepting on goods shipped with ten 
days after signing and will continue 
until the conversion to specific rates has 
been effected by the expert commission. 

The Chinese free list will include rice, 
foreign cereals and flour, gold and silver 
bullion and coin.

The Constitutional Convention 
Smooths Matters Over with 
County Officers 


ARTICLE WAS PASSED 
MAKING SHERIFFS SUFFER 


That Is, the Governor Was Author- 
ized To Suspend Them in Case 
of a Lynching — Rider 
' TYacked on Bill Allow- 

ing Reelection. 


/ 

Montgomery, Ala., August 12.—(Special.) 
The constitutional convention today 
smoothed it over with the sheriffs. The 
first article passed, that on the executive 
department, provided that the governor 
might suspend a sheriff who failed to 
tome up to the full measure of his duty 
in protecting prisoners from mobs and 
have him impeached before the superior 
court. The sheriffs and their friends, in 
and out of the convention, have made nu- 
merous efforts to get this measure re- 
scinded, and their last chance came to- 
day when the article on impeachments 
Was up. By a sort of common consent 
among the leaders, pro and con, a rider 
was put in allowing sheriffs who have 
heretofore been ineligible to succeed 
themselves to have a second term if they 
could be elected. This gives them a 
chance at eight years, instead of <4our, 
and is said to be satisfactory to them. 

The necessity of some measure of con- 
ciliation arose from the fact that the 
sheriffs are the most potent factors in 
appointing managers of elections and the 
managers are supreme in the black belt. 

The impeachment committee also 
brought in an ordinance repealing the ex- 
ecutive article section and providing for 
the suspension of sheriffs; but the con- 
vention thought it had done enough to 
smooth down those officers and the ordi- 
nance failed by the close vote of 38 to 45. 

The impeachment article, as passed, 
changes “habitual drunkenness” in a pub- 
lic officer as a ground of impeachment to 
the words, “intemperance or the use of 
intoxicating liquors or narcotics.”’ 

Mr. Burns, of Dallas, has been working 
hard from the first day of the session to 
disqualify bastards from voting. He made 
the last attempt today by introducing a 
separate ordinance to that effect. 

The articles on taxation and judiclary 
were read a third time and passed. The 
convegtion will tomorrow take up the 
article on education, , 

Will Stand a Test. 


Huntsville, Ala., August 12.—Congress- 
man William Richardson, in expressing 
an opinion upon the work of the Alabama 
constitutional convention, said: 

“When the suffrage article is under- 
stood in all its blessings, I believe it will 
be generally approved, and if tested in 
the supreme court of the United States 
will be pronounced constitutional. I am 
very glad, that the convention reconsid- 
ered and defeated the proposition to al- 
low women to vote on the question of is- 
suing bonds. If women should be allowed 
to vote on issuing bonds, who not on all 
other matters relating to real or personal 
property? My real objection to the propo- 
sition was that it was an encouraging 
step—a. long step—towards woman's suf- 


frage. 
CROSSLAND IS UNDER BOND.

| Montgomery, Ala., August 12.—The pre- 
liminary hearing today of Dr. B. H. 
Crossland, who shot Captain N. J. Wiley, 
gon of Congressman Wiley, last Wednes- 
day night, resulted in Crossland being 
bound over to the grand jury in the sum 
of $1,500. Wiley was not able to be in 
court. The trial developed the fact that 
the trouble grew out of a state military 
‘courtmartial two years ago, in. which 
Crossland was suspended from his office 
as commander of a local troop of the 
state guard, which is now commanded by 
Wiley.

It also developed that last winter the 
two men had a controversy and Wiley 
challenged Crossland to fight a duel out- 
side of Alabama.

The forty-seventh annual convention of 
the International Typographical union 
convened in Elks’ hall here this morning 
with about five hundred delegates and 


visitors present from every part of the 
United States and Canada. The hall had 
been especially fitted up with tables so 
that two delegates sat at each table. The 
convention was called to order by Presi- 
dent James M. Lynch, of Syracuse, N. 
Y., and the initial session lasted but one 
hour, during which time business was 
dispatched with much rapidity. 

Rev. I. D. Steele, pastor of the First 
Cumberland Presbyterian church, de- 
livered an earnest prayer for the welfare 
of the delegates and the exercises of 
wisdom in their deliberations. 

An address of welcome was then de- 
livered by President T. T. Nock, of Bir- 
mingham Typographical Union No. 1. 
Mr. Nock’s speech bristled with humor 
and good cheer and was. loudly ap- 
| plauded. 

He was followed by Mayor W. M. Dren- 
nen, who welcomed the printers on be- 
half of the municipality. The mayor 
briefly reviewed the progress of this city 
and district and assured the visitors that 
they had the freedom of the city while 
here. 

President Lynch made a brief re- 
sponse to these addresses, saying that he 
knew something of southern hosnvitality 
and that the reception which had been 
accorded the printers here would empha- 
size their good opinion of hospitality in 
the sunny south. 

Secretary Bramwood, of Indianapolis, 
then read the credentials’ list and the 
convention was quickly organized. Presi- 
dent Lynch announced the following ap- 
pointments: 

Reading clerk, James Tole, of New 
York; assistant secretary, M. Colbert, of 
Chicago; sergeant at arms, J. F. C. 
Stateson, of Birmingham; messengers, T. 
T. Nock and G. G. Lanier, of Birming- 
ham. 

After the adoption of rules of order 
President Lynch named committees on 
credentials and laws. Delegate Harri- 
son, of New York, was made chairman 
of the former and Delegate Nichols, of 
Baltimore, chairman of the latter. 

A motion was adopted instructing the 
president to appoint a committee of five 
to visit the job offices of this city where 
the men are out on a strike and see if a 
settlement could not be arranged. 

Delegate Govan, of New York, intro- 
duced a resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five to con- 
sider the relation of taxation to wages. 
The resolution recited that the relation 
of taxation to wages has rarely received 
from the working masses the considera- 
tion that its importance warrants and 
which it must have if the present un- 
natural conflict between capital and la- 
bor is not to end in serfdom on the one 
hand or revolution on the other. 

On motion of Delegate Phillips, of 
Memphis, the sympathy and moral sup- 
port of the International Typographical 
union was extended to the Amalgamatéd 
Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Work- 
ers in their struggle against the United 
States Steel Corporation. The motion 
was adopted by a rising vote and the 
secretary was instructed to communicate 
this action to the strikers’ heauquarters. 
The convention then adjourned until to- 
morrow morning. 

At 2:30 o’clock this afterngon the visi- 
tors, accompanied by a local committee, 
left on a special train for a trip around 
the mineral district. Tse train consisted 
of five coaches and a baggage car, the 
latter being well stocked with refresh- 
ments. Stops were made at _  Ishkoods, 
Bessemer, Woodward, Thomas, North 
Birmingham and several other points of 
interest and the big iron and steel in- 
dustries at those places were inspected. 

At Bessemer the party were met by a 
citizens’ committee, headed by Mayor T. 
T. Huey, who escorted the _ visitors 
through the rolling mills, pipe plants and 
other places -worth seeing. The trip 
proved to be a most pleasant one. 

The convention will be in session a 
week and some form of entertainment 
will be accorded the delegates every 
afternoon and evening while they are 


here.

MAN WAS SERIOUSLY INJURED 


Four Children Were Rendered Un- 
conscious for Several Hours. 
House Was Shattered. 


Greenville, 8. C., August 12.—(Special.)— 
A terrific electrical storm visited this sec- 
tion last night, doing considerable dam- 
age. In the mil) village of the American 
Spinning Company on the western sub- 
urb of the * 0 a six-room house was 
struck and Miss Victoria Levi and Miss 
Busbee were almost instantly killed. 

Clingham Ward was also struck, but is 
still living, although his condition is still 
serious. Four children of the Russell 
family. who were occupants of the house, 
were also shocked, remaining inconacious 
several hours. The bolt struck the house 
near the chimney, badly shattering the 
entire house, 


TESTING REPUDIATED BONDS. 


Suit Filed in United States Court at 
Chayleston, S. C. 

Charleston, 8S. C., August 12.—(Special.) 
A suit which is meant to test the validity 
of the Blue Ridge railroad revenue bond 
script, amounting to $4,000,000, and au- 
thorized by the state, but subsequently 
repudiated, was filed in the United States 
circuit court today. The opportunity of 
having the federal courts pass judgment 
on the bgnds was secured when the 
treasurer of Fairfield county refused re- 
cently to receive the script in payment 
of taxes. After the script had been au- 
thorized Edward B. Wesley, of New 
York, advanced $344,925 for the purpose of 
having the Blue Ridge bonds withdrawn 
from hypothecation, and with this sum 
he redeemed $2,902,000 of the bonds. The 
bonds were then canceled and the state, 
which had authorized the issue to aid in 
building the railroad, escaped liability, 
agreeing, however, to honor the script. 
The legislature subsequently repealed the 
act and the script was, therefore, worth- 
less. When part of the script was offered 
for taxes it w refused and the sheriff 
sold the land ‘on which the script tax 
was not accepted. The suit for the pos- 
session of this property will test the 
validity of the issue. 


FLAG RAISED OVER THE SITE. 


Government in Possession of. Prop- 
erty at Charleston. 

Charleston, 8. C., August 12.—(Special.) 
The United States government took for- 
mal possession of the site which has 
been secured for the naval station and the 
raising of the flag this afternoon marked 
the first occupation. Paymasters who ar- 
rived here last night gave chacks to May- 
or Smith for the>city’s share of the park 
and to Mrs, Lawton, who disposed of a 
valuable lot adjoining. It was not stated 
at what time actual construction will be- 
gin, but this will not be long delayed. 
The dry dock, the plans for which have 
already been approved, will be erectcd 
first at a cost of $1,250,000. Appropriations 
amounting to $250,000 are available for im- 
mediate work and the navy department's 
plans call for an expenditure of more than 
$6,000,000 on the navy yard in its entirety.

DEMANDS OF MINE WORKERS. 


They Will Ask Operators for Nine- 
Hour Day. 


Knoxville, Tenn., August 12.—Operators 
aid miners, comprised in district No. 19, 
of the United Mine Workers, and repre- 
senting seventy mines in east Tennessce 
and scutheastern Kentucky, held separate 
conferences here today. The United Mine 
Workers framed tkeir new wage schedule 
tcday behind closed doors, and the opera- 
tors decided on what course they wouid 
tursue. Tomorrow comrnittees from each 
side will begin the task of framing a 
réew wage schedule, to go into effect Sep- 
tember 1. The work may require a weck’s 
time. 

One of the demands of the men will be 
a nine-rour day. Operators do not seem 
tc be firmly opposed to this, but if an in- 
crease in wages is asked the mine owners 
will refuse *o pay it, urging that the great 
steel striks threatens the curtailment of 
the coal industry. 


ATLANTA MAN GETS CONTRACT. 


He Will Build Southern Railway's 
Depot at Knoxville. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 12.—(Special.) 
The contract for the erection of the 
Southern railway’s new passenger depot 
at Knoxville has been awarded to Nich- 
olas Ittner, a contractor of Atlanta. The 
cost of the building will be about $80,009, 
with $20,000 additional for track and yard 
improvements. T latter will be done 
by the railroad ec pany. Mr. Ittner 
built the Southern’s passenger station at 
Columbia, 8. C. The Knoxville depot will 
be 55 by 215 feet in dimensions, two sto- 
ries high, It will be built of white pressed 
brick, with marble trimmings, slate roof 
and partial steel constructions. Eight 
months will be required to complete the 
work. It is expected that the construc- 
tion will commence about September Ist. 
The new depot was designed by Architect 
F. P. Milburn, of Columbia, 8. C., who 
also designed the Columbia structure and 
the union depot proposed for Charleston. 


ARREST OF CHARLES LYLE. 


He Is Charged with Murder of New- 
ton Lanier. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 12.—(Speciai.) 
Charles Lyle, of Knoxville, is accused of 
the murder of Newton Lanier, of Fort 
Mills, S. C., at Charlotte, N. C., on Au- 
gust 3. He has been arrested at Roanoke, 
Va., upon the charge and will likely be 
taken to Charlotte for trial. A reward of 
$200 had been offered for Lyle’s arrest by 
The Charlotte Observer. The local police 
were looking for Lyle, when Chief of Po- 
lice Atkins received a telegram from 
Roanoke, stating that he was in custody 
and asking of he was wanted here. Chief 
Atkins answered, stating that Lyle was 
wanted at Charlotte. The coroner's ver- 
dict in Charlotte was in effect that Lanier 
was murdered by Lyle. It is said robbery 
was the motive. Lyle is 25 years of age 
and has resided in Knoxville almost his 


entire life.

Heuse of Representatives Rejected 
Resolution Thanking Local 
Committee for Entertain- 
ing the Visitors from 
the North. 


Austin, Tex., August 12.—(Special.)—The 
house of the Texas legislature today. 
growing over anxious about the welfare of 
the state’s money, which is involved in 
the closing of the First national bank of 
this city, decided not to wait on the 
grindings of the special examination com- 
mittee, but ordered said committee to 
take charge of the treasury office at once 
and to count all the cash accounts, bonds, 
etc.. to ascertain exactly how much 
money was on deposit there and how 
much outstanding in order to ascertain if 
the claim that there was $358,208 in the 
defunct First national bank is correct. 

The committee took no additional steps 
today, but will take charge of the treus- 
ury office tomorrow, It is learned from 
one of the members of the committee that 
they have received private information 
that the First national bank, before the 
end of the week will pay all depositors 
dollar for dollar on their accounts. It is 
not known as to what additional] steps 
the legislature will take in case they re- 
cover the full amount of money, as that 
may relieve their wrath to a certain ex- 
tent, but at present they are in extreme- 
ly ugly humor. 


Scored the New Yorkers. 


Today the house took a turn at the 
members af the New York chamber cf 
commerce, who; visited this state last 
spring upon the invitation of the legisia- 
ture and the governor to examine its na- 
ural advantages. The debate, which de- 
generated into a roasting machine before 
its conclusion, was precipitated by a reso- 
lution introduced by Representative Lit- 
tle. thanking the members of the legisla- 
tive committee for tue way they enter- 
tained the visitors and likewise express- 
ing appreciation for said visit and ex- 
pressing the wish that a closer communi- 
cation could be secured between the 
States of Texas and New York. At the 
very outset one debator opposed the reso- 
lution on the ground that the New York- 
ers, While in this state as guests of Texas, 
upon several octasions openly criticised, 
in the most unfavorable terms, the anti- 
trust and other laws of the state. The 
speaker said that if the New Yorkers saw 
fit to condemn the laws of Texas he saw 
no reason why Texas should thank them 
for visiting its domain. 

Other members desired to amend the 
resolution so as to thank the local com- 
mittee for having entertained the visit- 
ors and to thank Governor Sayers fur 
having invited them and stop there, witn- 
Out saying anything about the visitors. 

During the course of the debate on the 
Waters-Pierce oi] controversy, and the 
roasting of Governor Hogg by Represen- 
tative Kittrell, it was all mixed up in one 
grand pot pourri of oratory. 

One member of the house said that there 
had been some intimation that this was 
an effort to put legislation on the side 
of capitalists and monopolies by indors- 
ing their views, expressed on their visit 
through Texas, but he stood up and de- 
fired to say that he hoped the Lord would 
paralyze him if he ever took the side of 
capital against the labor unions, and 
While he did not think this resolution 
should be mixed up with politics, it 
seemed but evident that the house mem- 
bers would do so, but he thought it would 
be an act of simple courtesy to say that 
they were glad the visitors had ceme to 
the state. His remarks met with a very 
cold reception, the house refusing em- 
phatically to say that they were glad that 
the visitors had come. They did compro- 
mise matters, to a certain extent, saying 
that they hoped the interests of Texas 
and those of New York would some day 
be identical and concluded the debate by 
adopting the resolution thanking the gov- 
ernor and legislature for looking after the 
visitors. but assured them they did not 
like the way they had criticised Texas 
laws.

Chief of Police Had Removed the 
Fellow to the County Jail—Ne- 
gro Tried To Assault Child. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., August 12.—(Special)— 
@ienry Pratt, a negro man about twenty- 
five years of age, was arrested about 1 
o’clock last night on a charge of attempt- 
ing an assault on Sallie Leola, the 8-year- 
old daughter of A. H. Rice, of this city.

About 10 o'clock last 
night the negro was arrested at the home 
of a negro woman and when confronted 
with the charge against him he stated 
that he had been drunk the night before 
and admitted that he was in Mr. Rices 
house. When questioned further he 
stateu that he did not know why he had 
gone in the house. 

Between 1 and 2 o'clock last night about 
twenty men went to the calaboose, think- 
ing Pratt had been confined there, but 
Chief of Police McGill, having anticipated 
something of this character, had placed 
his prisoner in the county jail. Had 
Pratt been found in the calaboose he 
would have been summarily dealt with, 
but when the men found that he was not 
in the city prison they, made no effort to 
take him from the jaif. ; 

The trial of Pratt was to have been 
held before Mayor Cochrane this after- 
noon, but he was turned over to the 
county and then waived examination.

After the holdin 
of severa] c>nferences, the demand 9 
our organization was modified so as *o 
take in only the mills of three of their 
constituent companies—the American 
sheet steel company, the American tin 
plate and the American steel hoop 
company—where local lodges had been 
formed, and whe-e the men were very 
desirous of being union men, and we 
“es now out on a strike for recogni- 
tion, 


‘la the conferences which were 
held by the representatives of the 
United States Steel corporation and 
the Amalgamated association, the 
only argument of the representatives 
of the United States Steel Company 
were that they did not desire the 
Amalgamated association to become 
too powerful, and that they should 
hold the balance of power. 


Objected to Extension of Union. 


‘“‘Later conferences were hsld with 
the heads of the United States steel 
conyany, who submitted a proposition 
that we only sign for the mills signed 
last year, with the exception of the 
shect mills in Saltsburg and Scotts- 
dale, which were signed for the ycar 
previca sly. Their proposition was re- 
jected, as it meant that the Amalga- 
mated association would have to re- 
main in a quiescent state while they 
were expanding and extending their 
non-union possessiors. 


“They are waging a fight for the 
extermination of the Amalgamated 
association, and fur the workmen to 
combine, a principle which they have 
demonstrated to the people of the 
United States, they desire them- 
selves, and so persistently refuse to 
grant us. This blow is not alone 
directed at the Amalgamated associa- 
tion, but at organized labor in gen- 
eral, and should they succeed in de- 
feating the Amalgamated associa- 
tion, it will affect every organized 
body in the United States.

Oil Companies, Capitalized for Fab- 
uloug Sums, Are Being Organ- 
ized Hourly—Oil Locators 
Plastering Country with 
Mineral Claims.

Fort Sill, Okla., August 12.—O!ll compa- 
nies with fabulous sums announced for 
their capital stock are being organized 
hourly in the new town of Lawton near 
here. Twenty or jnore “promoters” and 
“oil experts’ direct from the Beaumont 
district had bottles of oil on display to- 
day. No gushers have been brought in. 
The excitement 1s not confined to any 
particular district. 

Evidences of oil can be found in all di- 
dections, but what is known «s the oil 
district is about 11 miles north of Lawton. 
Oil locators have plastered the entire 
country with mineral claims, and an Ot; 
tumwa, Ia., company has 2,000 acres 
staked im one body. Another company, 
claiming @ capital of quarter million of a 
dollars, has claimed a large tract 9 
miles northeast of Lawton and a third 
company has been organized, on raper 
at least, and placed its capital stock et 
$1,000,000.

The tube 
workers at McKeesport and here were 
still at work, but menaced by a possible 
Shortage of material. Their tube men at 
Wheeling were out, but the furnace and 
coke men there were at work and their 
steel men there showed an inclination to 
stay on unless intimidated. They also 
claimed that many of their men at Mc- 
Keesport desired to work but were being 
terrorized by the disorderly element. 
They also charged that many of their 
men were being frightened from their 
places at Wheeling and insisted that ade- 
quate protection for the men there would 
Ansure continued operations. It was also 
stated by the steel officials that Clarks 
mill here was moving along with its non- 
union crews engaged last week and that 
another mill manned by old Amalgamated 
men had started up at Wellsville, repre- 
senting a gain of one there since Satur- 
day. 

Officials of the National Tube company 
and Mayor Black clashed today over the 
question of protection for non-strikers 
and property. A large crowd of strikers 
assembled around the works this morn- 
ing and their pickets intercepted tube 
workers on their way to the mills. There 
Was some excitement and the mill offi- 
cers, claiming that their men were being 
threatened and in danger of violenée, 
called on Mayor Black to‘clear the streets 
and protect them. 


Mayor Refuses To Interfere. 


The mayor said that he would only tn- 
terfere to stop actual rioting and assault. 
Two other appeals were made to him 
later in the morning, but he tnsisted thgt 
there was no danger of an outbreak. An- 
other crowd gathered at noon when the 
tube men were leaving the plant and, 
while the workers were jeered, no vio- 
lence was offered. Reports from Wheel- 
ing and Bellaire indicate that there may 
be trouble there. At the latter place an 
attempt is to be made to keep the plant 
in operation, and the mill officials say 
that if they or the r§en -who did not go 
out are interfered with they will ask for 
state militia to protect them. 

At Wheeling reports that men were 
being imported have brought out crowds 
bent on preventing their admission, and 
it is predicted tha there will be serious 
clashes there before the strike is settled, 
The strikers at Canal Dover, Ohio, have 
had men watching the mills since 2 
o'clock, on the strength of a report that 
non-union workers are to be brought 
there. Superintendent Harris, of the tin 
mill, has notified the men that unless the 
plant {ts reperted within a reasonable 
time, he has orders to commence dis- 
mantling. Manager Warner has made 
the same announcement to the men who 
went out of his service, 

The executive committee of the Amal- 
gamated association will probably make 
an exhaustive investigation of the action 
taken by the lodges at South Chicago, 
Bay View and Joliet in refusing to make 
the strike. A radical element in the 
local lodges bitterly denounce the west- 
ern members and insist that there was 
something irregular about the matter. 
Others intimate that influences that 
would not bear investigation were used 
on the men. 

It is Claimed that a canvass made a 
week ago showed a majority in favor of 
striking, and that no reasonable explana- 
tion of the change of front has been 
made. President Shaffer refrains from 
any direct criticisms of the act of the 
western men, but it is known that he 
deeply regrets the loss of their support. 


To Withdraw Savings. 


No attempt has been made as yet to put 
in operation the plan of withdrawing 
savines deposits, suggested by President 
Ehaffer in his speeches of Saturday. The 
suggestion aroused great interest, particu- 
larly in banking circles, and many bank- 
ers not connected with the larger indus- 
trial combinations have protested against 
it. President Shaffer said today that he 
had not sent out the circular dealing with 
the matter. He said: 

‘IT have the ck&cular in my pocket 
still and the matter is under consider- 
ation. I am aware that there are banks 
which have no connection with the 
trust or its interests. There are things 
to ‘be considered which makes it neces- 
sary to stop any action for the pres- 
ent. On general lines, however, the

cope with the situation and the military 
forces would have to be called upon,

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MALARIA SPREAD 
BY STING OF MOSQUITOES 


New York, August 12—Dr. Alvah H. 
Doty, the health officer of this port, who 
has been of late carrying on a warfare 
against mosquitoes, beginning his opera- 
tions on Staten Isiand, issued a state- 
ment concerning these operations, which 
have been prosecuted with a view to de- 
termining definitely, if possible, whether 
the malarial fever parasite is transmitted 
from one person to another by the fe- 
male of the anapheles species of mos- 
quito. 

Mr. Doty, at the New York quarantine 
laboratory, has been laboring on his in- 
vestigations for a year past. He first se- 
lected a low lying district in which were 
many stagnant pools and on which were 
100 small houses. Inspection showed that 


were suffering with acute or chronic 
forms of malaria. Samples of water 
from the pools and cisterns, cesspools 
and barrels disclosed ‘larvae of the mos- 
quito. 

found Malarial Mosquito. 

Large giass tubes were distributed 
among the houses for the purpose of se- 
curing some of the mosquitoes which in- 
fested the neighborhood, and among 
those collected were found the anapheles 
or malarial mosquito. 

In one of the houses a little girl 7 years 
old was found suffering from acute ma- 
laria. Dr. Doty was allowed by the 
mother to secure a drop of blood from 


at least 30 per cent of the inhabitants | 


examination of this was made in the 
laboratory and the parasite found. In 
the meantime some of the anapheles will 
be dissected.to discover if possible the 
presence of the parasite. 

Many tests have been made at the 
laboratory to gscertain the value of dif- 
ferent agents believed to be destructive 
to the mosquito larvae. It was a sur- 
prise, says Dr. Doty, to find that a solu- 
tion of bichloride of mercury (1.2000), suf- 
ficiently strong to kill all micro-organ- 
isms, or germs, affected the larvae slow- 
ly, some being alive at the expiration of 
twenty-four hours. The doctor says it 
would be unsafe under any condition 
to use this dangerous agent in ponds, 
etc., which are fully exposed, and this 
may also be said of carbolic acid and 
other agents experimented with. 


How He Spread Oil. 


Dr. Doty next describes the apparatus 
he used in spreading the oil, the latter 
being forced to the bottom of the ponds, 
from which it rose to the top, bringing 
with it quantities of the larvae. Dr. 
Doty sums up by saying: 

“The result of this Investigation 
from a scientific point, has been of 
great interest. rst, because it has 
shown the intimate relation between 
the mosquito and malarial fever; 
second, because it was revealed to 
those who have been identified with 
this investigation the true breeding 
places of the mosquito, which I am 
quite sure are not generally known; 
third, it has shown that petroleum oll 
will surely promptly destroy the mos- 
quito larvae, and, so far as careful 
experiment indicates, it is the only 
agent which can be depended upon 


the lobe of the ear.

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FLED FROM SINKING SHIP 


For Hours Crew of Drumalis Suf- 
fered in Open Boats. 


WITHOUT FOOD OR WATER 


Woman and Child Among the Suf- 
ferers—Finally They Succeeded 
in Reaching Land. 


Halifax, N. 8., August 12.—The four- 
masted iron bark Drumalis, Captain 
Whalen, of Liverpool, from Dunkird for 
New Yerk, loaded with a cargo of 2,000 
tons of chalk, struck on Cape Ledge, two 
miles off Cape Sable, near Barrington, 
N. 8., at 9 o’clock Sunday night during 
a dense fog and will probably become a 
total wreck. 

There was a light wind blowing at the 
time and a heavy sea running, causing 
the vessel to pound heavily and fill with 
water. As soon as the Drumalis struck 
and it was found she was taking water 
fast, Captain Whalen ordered out the 
three boats, he taking charge of one 
containing Mrs. Whalen and young son 
and twelve men. The first mate took 
charge of the second boat and fourteen 
men, while the second mate and eight 
men went in the third boat. The boats 
lay by the ship until daylight and then 
headed for shore. The boats with the 
captain and second mate reached Cape 
Sable light at 11 o’clock this morning and 
reported the disaster. 

The boat with the first mate and four- 
teen men strayed from the others and 
tried to make a landing at another place, 
but it was found too rough and they 
were obliged to put off again with the 
boat leaking badly. The third boat with 
the first mate and men was picked up 
two miles from shore and towed into 
Clarks harbor by the lifeboat this after- 
noon. The men were exhausted and suf- 
fering from hunger and thirst. 

The Drumalis was built at Southwick 
in 1890. She is 2,450 tons and is owned by 
Peter Iredel and John Foster, of Liver- 
pool. 


KILLING AND TAKING BOERS. 


According to Kitchener the British 
Are Winning Everywhere. 


London, August 12—In a long dispatch 
issued tonight reporting the operations of 
various columns. Lord Kitchener said: 

“IT am giad to be able to send you the 
largest return I have yet had for one 
week. Since August 5 the columns report 
39 Boers killed, 685 prisoners, including 
Wolmarans, late chairman of the first 
volksraad; 83 surrenders, including Com- 
mandant De Villiers, and the capture of 
24.400 rounds of ammunition, 754 wagons, 
5,580 horses and large quantities of stock

New York, August 12.—Edgar A. Whit- 
ney, the man who had made the state- 
ment to Justice Jerome on Saturday, in 
which We said that the police and the 
agents of several crusading societies* ac- 
cept money for protection from pool 
room keepers, was interviewed today in 
the Tombs. He said: 

‘My relations with Chief Devery at 
police headquarters were merely those 
of a business man. I went to see him 
several times in connection with my 
legitimate business as a private de- 
tective of the firm of Burgdorf & 
Whitney. I will not say whether I 
saw Chief Devery outside police head- 
quarters. While I deny that I ar- 
ranged with Chief Devery at police 
headquarters connections through the 
police ¢elephone operators with the 
recincts, I do not say that Chief 

every did not make arrangements.’’ 

Police Commission@®& Murphy sald today 
that he did not feel called upon to take 
the initiative in any investigation of 
Deputy Commissioner Devery or Ward- 
man Glennon in connection with the-al- 
leged tipping off of pool rooms. He said 
he had asked District Attorney Philbin 
to make prompt and forcible prosecution 
of both men in case the evidence in thé 
district attorney’s possession should indi- 
cate them to be guilty. 

Governor Odell’s private’ secretary, 
James G. Graham, called on District At- 
torney Philbin today. He delivered a let- 
ter from the governor requesting the 
district attorney to inform him, as soon 
as possible, of all the facts in the recent 
accusations” against the’ police depart- 
ment. 


Going Over the Evidence. 


Immediately after the proceedings be- 
fore Justice Jerome, in which th cases 
against Whitney & Burgdorf were put 
over until Wednesday, a conference was 
held by the justice, Frank Moss, of the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime, and 
Assistant District Attorney Schurman., 
with others from his office. The confer- 
ence was in the nature of a judicial in- 
quiry to go over the evidence now in the 
hands of the authorities as to alleged 
police corrup#ion and to decide on further 
steps in the prosecution of offenders yet 
to be named, The conference lasted from 
2 till 7 p. m., and Whitney and Buregdorf 
were submitted to a further secret ex- 
amination. 

Deputy Superintendent Hammond and 
Agent Dillon, of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime, brought a mysterious 
witness into the room, and it is said the 
man gave evidence corroborative of that 
given by the two prisoners as to the ac- 
ceptance of money believed to have 
reached the police from illegal resorts. 

Asked as to what had taken place, Jus- 
tice Jerome refused to go into details. 
He said, however, that fie had received a 
letter from Governor Odell regarding the 
alleged acceptance of money by the po- 
lice and that he had answered it. He 
would not give out the letter or 
answer. An impfession seems to pre- 
vail that as a result of the inquiry war- 
rants will be issued tomorrow. 


Whitney Tore Up Paper. 


Davis A. Carvalho, the handwriting 
expert, was one of the persons who en- 
tered the room. He remained for about 
an hour. It is stated that he went over 
the fragments of the paper which Whit- 
ney tore up when arrested Friday and 
threw from a window, and which were 
recovered and were pasted together. It 
was also said that Mr. Carvalho ex- 
amined some checks and other papers in 
the case. 

District Attorney Philbin was asked 
this evening if he would request Governor 
Odell to give him a special grand jury. 
He thought he would not, but he had a 
conference with the foyeman of the grand 
jury during the day. By Saying the 
grand jury had found indictments in 
gambling cases on evidence submitted, he 
hinted the present grand jury might take 
charge of any cases arising frem the 
present excitement. Eighteen indictments 
were found today in gambling: cases on 
evidence of the society for the enforce- 
ment of the criminal law. 

Mr. Philbin telegraphed for Assists#t 
District Attorney Osborne today and the 
latter came from Great Barrington where 
he had gone for a month's vacation. Mr. 
Philbin gave him Whitney’s statement 
made on Saturday, and Mr. Osborne went 
right back to the country with it. He 
will give Mr. Philbin his opinion of it. 


Heavy Sentence for Bissert. 


New York, August 12.—George E. Bis- 
sert, the police wardman, who was con- 
victed recently on an indictment charg- 
| ing that he had accepted a bribe as pro- 
tection money from the keeper of a dis- 
orderly house, was sentenced today to 
five and one-half years imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of $1,000. Bissert’s attor- 
neys gave notice of an appeal.

Bloody Work by Husband on 
Streets of Baltimore, 


FOUND COUPLE TOGETHER 


Creeping Up, He Shot the Man and 
Then the Woman, the. Latter 
Falling Dead on the Body 
of the Former—He 

Surrendered. 


Baltimore, August 12—A jealous hus- 
band surprised his wife and the man he 
suspected together on the street here this 
morning and killed them without warn- 
ing. 

Joseph Y. Adams, the husband, has 
long suspected his wife of intimacy with 
Charles Houck, the other victim, and this 
morning shadowed them through Druid 
Hill park. He overtook them on the 
bridge leading into the park at Cedar 
avenue, and creeping up behind them, 
began to shoot. Two shots struck Houck, 
who fell dead. Turning his pistol upon 
the terrified woman. Adams fired three 
times, each shot takine effect. She fell 
dead across Houck’s body and Adams 
ran. An hour later he gave himself up 
to a policeman in a distant part of the 
city, to whom he told the story of his 
crime, for which he expressed nothing 
but gratification. 

Adams is a plasterer, 32 vears of age. 
and lived at 1530 Kensett street with his 
wife, who was two vears his senior, and 
four children. Houck lived alone at 425 
Fast Twenty-sixth street. He was 2 
vears of age and good looking, in spite 
of the fact that he had but one leg and 
walked on e@ritches. He ts sald to have 
been divorced from his wife a short time 
ago. 


Secession as a Constitutional Right. 
(From The New York Times Saturday Review.) 
In your review of Dr. Currv’s ‘Account 
of the Civil History of the Confederacy” 
you say ‘“‘all of the last section of the work 
is devoted to what the author has tried to 
show fs a legal justification of the south !fn 
secession.”” You add that his line of argru- 
ment is interesting and Ingenuous, but not 
invariably convircing. In ofher words, you 
hold with the entire north that 
was a heresy, unconstitutional, untenable, 
and treasonable. It {fs time that the truth 
should be known and admitted. Secession 
was an existing constitutional right. The 
history of the formation of the federal union 
proves it. The convention held at Philadelphia 
framed the original constitution and eubmitted 
it to the different states (thirteen) for adop- 
tion. : 

The state of New York held its convention 
to consider the question of adoption at Pough- 
keepsie. Its presiding officer was Governor 
Clinton. It continued tn seation for six weeks. 
After a thorongh and exhaustive considera- 
tton the convention agreed to adopt the con- 
stitution submitted by the Philadelphia sen- 
vention with a proviso. That proviso reads as 
follows: ‘‘Whenever the people of the state of 
New York deem it for their interests and hap- 
piness to resume their sovereignty (secession) 
they shall be at liberty to do so.’" Upon this 
reserved condition the state of New York en- 
tered into the unton. The other states entered 
with like condition, for every state stood upon 
equal footing. The right of secession is here 
clearly proven, although to this day the north 
attempts to ignore and deny it. At the break- 
ing out of the civil war the writer interviewed 
Horace Greeley and urged upon him the pol- 
icy of admitting the original right of seces- 
sion, but that time had developed the neces- 
sity of exercising and maintaining a higher 
and God-given right, viz: the right of self- 
preservation. To allow the right of secession 
would break us into fragments, thus making 
us the easy prey of foreign powers. 

Mr. Greeley at the time admitted the right 
of secession, but held that to do so publicly 
would be extremely unwise, as it would tend 
to stop enlistments. 

The time has come when the whole truth 
should be frankly admitted. 

The truth being known, the north will know 
and be convinced that the people of the south- 
ern states were never rebels. This conviction 
will do much to the final extinction of any 
lingering sectional enmity. E. L. HALL.

There Is No Problem Involved. 


In the discussion of widening the 
scope of women’s work in the south 
so that white women may take ad- 
yantage of the opportunities offered in 
domestic service, The Rochester (N. Y.) 
Democrat-Chronicle sees “a new race 
problem—a curious reversal of the old 
one.” To illustrate, it refers to The 
Constitution: 

According to The Atlanta Constitution, 
white girls find great difficulty in obtain- 
ing places of domestic service en account 
of the preference given to colored help. 
One complainant, protesting against this 
state of affairs, says that ‘‘the white 
girl has been discriminated against long 
enough on the ground that the negroes are 
exsentially our servants.’’ She says that 
"the vocation of domesti: service is one 
bighly honorable, and one to which the 
white girls can bring much dignity.” On 
the other hand, it is claimed that colored 
wervants are better trained and bring 
greater competency to the discharge of 
their duties. The issue is a novel one and 
‘shows the changes brought about by the 
iwhirligig of time. 

' A more careful reading of the dis- 
teussion alluded to must convince our 
‘contemporary that there is no problem 
‘involved. There is no difficulty what- 
‘ever in the way of white women get- 
ting employment “on account-of the al- 
‘léged preference given colored help.” 
'The difficulty lies in the failure of 
'white women to avail ‘themselves of 
'the opportunities before them, the re- 
‘sult of prejudice that has existed 
against it because negroes have pre- 
empted the field. There is no want of 
willingness on the part of employers 
‘to give work to white women, nor is 
there want of disposition to work on 
‘part of the white women needing it, 
‘except in vocations in which colored 
people are largely engaged. In this 
class of work domestic service spands 
first in importance. : 

_ The fact that removes the designa- 
tion of problem from this situation is 
that it is in process of gradual solu- 
tion. White women have taken Other 
work far more efacting, with discom- 
forts and smaller compensation than 
are to be found in domestic service. 

The fact that they have hesitated at 
this line is only a temporary force— 
they are crossing over it and taking 
possession. The influence of work in 
one line leads to another, and it re- 
mains with the white women them- 
selves as to when they will occupy the 
domestic field. 

It is only due the white women of 
the south to explain that they have 
not been alone in this hesitation at 


be eeennens 


‘entering certain lines of work. The 


es, 


white men of the south found them- 
selves faced by the same conditions. 
Ten years ago, for instance, there was 
‘hardly a white barber to be found in 
the south. Now there is hardly a city 
in which white men have not control 
of the trade. It did not take them long 
to realize that a business yielding a 
good living was not to be avoided be- 


dy engaged in it, and now we have not 
only white barbers, but schools in 
which the business may be taught. As 
with this business, so with others, all 
of which are feeling the touch of the 
white hand. 

The women themselves have made 
iprogress in entering into many new 
‘Iimes of work, and the rest remains 
with them. The opportunity for em- 
ployment in domestic service is at 
hand. The advantages of such work 
are so many that it would be difficult 
to enumerate them. The protection of 
a home, work for which women are 
Maturally fitted, comfortable surround- 
‘Ings, sufficient retiracy and the sympa- 
thetic approval of their friends should 
buoy up our white women in acting at 
once. The movement has already be- 
gun, and it rests with the women 
themselves to make it perfect. 


Must the Kitchen Go? 

From the little island of New Zea- 
land, in the Pacific ocean, comes an 
up-to-date suggestion which will be 
cordially received by the equal suffra- 
gists of this country, since it tends to 
eliminate some of the household du- 
ties which serve to keep our American 
women at home. 

Mrs. Martindale is the author of this 
suggestion. We regret that we can- 
not give her initials, but her address is 
auckland, New Zealand. Mrs. Martin- 
dale advocates the elimination of cook- 
ing from the list of domestic cares and 
responsibilities. She contends that 
kitchens are great sources of incon- 
venience in domestic life, besides mo- 
nopolizing much of the time of the 
housekeeper, and that the sooner the 
kitchen goes the better. Of course, it 
must not be hastily assumed that this 
good lady advocates the discontinu- 
ance of cooked food: Her contention 
is not quite so revolutionary. She 
thinks that the cooking of every com- 
munity should be cafried on in large

can relieve the houséhold of weaving 
there is no reason why cooking estab- 
lishments should not relieve it of cook- 
ing. She begs us to observe that some 
progress. has already been made ip 
this direction, ag bakeries in recent 
y. have become so numerous 

roughout the country that few fam- 
ilies are put to the necessity of cook- 
ing bread. Mrs Martindale's plan is 
to have all our meals prepared for us 
at cooking establishments and deliv- 
ered to us at our doors steaming hot 
at regular intervals, giving us nothing 
to do whatever except to order what 
we want and to pay our bills when 
they come due. 

To be perfectly frank there is some- 
thing in this suggestion and -no doubt 
there are scores of tired housekeep- 


lers who wil] thank Mrs. Martindale 


for having thought of it. But we doubt 
if the masses of the people will even 
consent to part with the kitchen as an 
adjunet of the household. In spite of 
the constantly increasing difficulty of 
getting satisfactory cooks, we believe 
that the kitchen is here to stay. We 
always like to know what we are eat- 
ing and we would be compelled to sur- 
render this satisfaction if we gave up 
our kitchens and sent our orders to 
some cooking establishment. Besides, 
some of us are blessed with wives and 
mothers who are famous housekeepers 
and who know exactly how to flavor 
everything so as to make it pled&e our 
palates, and we could never get any- 
thing from cooking establishments 
that would suit us half as well. We 
are candid enough to confess that 
many of our most savory recollections 
are associated with the kitchen, and 
we feel no hesitation in saying that 
when the kitchen goes life will lose 
much of its sweetness. 

If the servant girl problem cannot 
be settled in any other way except by 
cutting off the kitchen from the house- 
hold, we are in favor with wrestling 
with it still longer. We realize that 
time plays havoc with many of our 
cherished customs, and we also realize 
that this practical age is no respecter 
of sentiment; but we hope that the 
reign of the kitchen wil not come to 
an end until we have eaten our last 
meal on this planet. Perhaps when the 
pangs of hunger leave us for good and 
epitaphs take the place of our appe- 
tites we may consent to this proposed 
reform, but not until then. 

For the sake of our worn-out house- 
keepers we would like to see the cares 
of the household made lighter, but to 
bring about this result at the sacrifice 
of the kitchen would be to purchase a 
doubtful gain at a fearful cost, and 
we are in no hurry to see the experi- 
ment tried.

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The Cup to the Lip. 

Just as the franchise cup was being 
held to the lip of Alabama womanhood 
it was rudely dashed away, and if the 
confusion of the moment the cause 
thereof is hidden. 

Wihen the Alabama convention, upon 
motion of Mr, Craig, voted in favor of 
extending a limited franchise to wom- 
en, there was a loud acclaim of chival- 
ry. Then came in sober second thought 
—Wwhat amount of tax would constitute 
a woman a voter; what the age; then 
other possibilities that had not been 
anticipated when the vote was taken. 
“The Craig amendment was reconsiéd- 
ered, rejected,” says The Mobile Regis- 
ter, “the main argument being that 
the convention does not think it ex- 
pedient to drive in an entering wedge 
that may result in opening the fran- 
chise wide to women.” And then: 

It is plain that, aside from the disin- 
clination of a number of conservative 
members to invite women to assemble 
with the men in politics, there was at 
work a strong feeling that it would never 
do to have the negro women at the poils, 
with the possibility of contact on the same 
level of the white and negro women of the 
state. 

The contingency feared is one which 
has been advocated by some as a bet- 
ter remedy for purifying the franchise 
than any yet tried. It is held that new 
classes of voters may be admitted to 
the franchise; that the enfranchise- 
ment of white women would double the 
white vote and reduce the colored vote 
to such a minority as not to be feared. 
It is true that such a plan has not 
been fully thought out as yet, and Ala- 
bama is too conservative to venture 
into treacherous depths.

Justice to Mr. Bryan. 


The Constitution has -declared that 


the campaign of 1904 must furnish its 
own issues, and that these issues will 
indicate the man of the hour for the 
candidacy. To reach this result suc- 
cessfully there must be no holding back 
for the candidates or the issues of 
other days.

When all 
the mills or factories doing one kind of 
work are owned and controlled ty one 
master, the workman will be absolutely 
at the mercy of that master. He may be 
blacklisted at every place where the work 
he can do is carried on without involv- 
ing any illegal conspiracy, since a man 
cannot conspire with himself, and mey 
refuse a person employment in any es- 
tablishment he owns or uw:anages, Jn this 
way it is hoped to intimidate all who 
would engage in a strike, whatever hard- 
ship may be imposed on them. They will 
have to submit to dny terms offered, for 
the possibility of bettering their condi- 
tion by changing their employer will no 
longer exist.

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Whreless Messages Unsafe. 

The British naval maneuvers have 
demonstrated a fatal defect in wireless 
telegraphy—that it takes the enemy 
into the circuit as well as the friend. 

When the squadron of defense was 
baffled on every side by the cruiser 
spies, there was consternation, and 
when later the victors admitted that 
they had successfully intercepted the 
wireless messages and were thus in 
full possession of the plans of the 
other side, it was demonstrated that 
the wireless system would not do. As 
admitted by a London newspaper: 

Undoubtedly the admiralty’s reason for 
winding up the campaign in a week in- 
stead of ten days, was because of the 
sufficiency of unpalatable truths forced 
home. They did not care for further 
demonstrations in the same line, 

The result of the channel maneuvers 
as a whole was unsatisfactory, so much 
so that The Critic appeals to the ad- 
miralty to double the strength of the 
cruiser squadron and to increase the 
speed of the new battleships to the ut- 
most limit of gun and armor efficiency. 

In the meantime wireless telegraphy, 
as an instrument of war, is in disfavor. 


Where Depew Is Right. 

Declaring that he would never more 
be interviewed, Senator Depew talked 
right along to the satisfaction of the 
man with the pencil. ; 

The senator’s faith in the strength 
of the industrial position of the United 
States was never stronger, “Nothing 
except a revolution can stop it,” he 
said, “and nothing can produce a revo- 
lution.” 

While the good-natured New York 
senator was thus feeling comfortable, 
there was given out an interview by 
Secretary Williams, of the Amalga- 
mated, in which he said: 

I tell you this question will have to be 
settled in some way. If not by peaceful 
strike, then by legislation. If that fails, 
the ballot will be tried. If all else fails, 
I believe that it will result in an appeal 
to the bayonet. I tell you there is a con- 
dition existing today that places this 
country on the eve of one cf the greatest 
revoluticns that ever could occur in the 
history of the world. 

Senator Depew is right and Secre- 
tary Wiliams is wrong. There will be 
no revolution other than such a one as 
will be brought about by peaceable 
methods. : 
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Our Amz2rican Postal System. 

Some interesting statistics have re- 
cently been given out showing the 
wonderful degree of efficiency which 
has been attained by the United States 
postal system. 

During the past fiscal year not less 
than 8,000,000,000 pieces of postal mat- 
ter were handled by the government. 
Yet the number of complaints filed in 
Washington, D. C., on account of the 
non-receipt of letters was comparative- 
ly small. So far as the records show 
only 652,306 letters and 47,949 packages 
failed to be deMvered. Considering the 
tremendous bulk of the business car- 
ried on in the postal service, there is 
very little interference with the mails 
and the risk is reduced to almost noth- 
ing. 

So thorough is the system that 
whenever letters are not delivered it is 
either because of illegible penmanship 
on the part of the writer or else on 
account of train robberies and acci- 
dents.

Colonel Livingston’s Interview. 


Editor Constitution: As my Interview as 
Published in The Constitution Sunday seems 
to be misunderstood, I submit this analysis 
of the same. 

In answer to the question, what recom- 
mendation would be made by the industrial 
commission as to combinations or trusts, my 
reply was that no one could now tell what 
recommendations would be made. I 
and believed that political bias or partisan- 
ship would not influence our recommendation. 
I then spoke of two great combinations, cap- 
ital and labor, now in a contest, and said 
whatever is recommended should be fair to 
both—conservative but positive, easily under- 
stood, and such legislation as would com- 
mand the support of all fair-minded people. 
In the absence of such legislation and as 
things are now going. I said the conditions are 
Serious and to handle them was a very delicate 
task, and lMkely to end in suffering and blood- 
shed, and that the masses of our people were 
interested and utterly opposed to a revolution 
that entailed such suffering and loss, and if 
the commission appointed to suggest a rem- 
edy for such an evil should fail to do so, then 
the people would demand some adequate legis- 
lation which would prevent such conditions 
in the future. I said not one word against 
labor or labor organizations, not one word in 
favor of capital. I have always been a friend 
of labor, and shall continue to be. I have 
always held that labor has the same right 
to combine that capital has, and in the ab- 
sence of adequate legislation to control com- 
binations of capital, that labor combinations 
was the only means at their disposal to pro- 
tect themselves. The removal of the Wood 
mill from McKeesport, if done, leaving hun- 
dreds of families with worthless homes on 
their hands, without work and in a ruined 
town, illustrates the necessity of such action 
on the part of the commission as I contend 
for, and such legislation by congress, just 
and fair to both labor and capital, If this 
cannot be had, then to that extent the com- 
mission has labored in vain. Capital should 
five to labor not only fair wages, but see 
that their surroundings and conditions are 
such as to inspire contentment, progress and 
development, socially, mentally and morally. 
Labor should be reasonable in their demands 
and perform their part of contracts faithfully 
and cheerfully. Certainly no humane citizen 
is satisfied to see capital and labor enter in‘o 
a fight to the finish for supremacy if by a just, 
equitable and satisfactory remedy to prevent 
such strife and the legitimate consequences 
can be had. I. F, LIVINGSTON.

Why would it 
not be worth the trial of pest house authori- 
ties and physicians generally? I quote: 

“A correspondent of The Liverpool Mercury 
writes to that journal as follows: ‘Iam willing 
to risk my reputation as a public man if the 
worst case of smallpox cannot be effectually 
cured in three days simply by cream-of-tar- 
tar, This is the sure and never-failing rem- 
edy. One ounce of cream-of-tartar dissolved 
in a pint of boiling water, to be drank when 
cold at short intervals. It can be taken any 
time, and is a preventive as well as cura- 
tive. It is known to have cured tn a hun- 
dred thousand cases without a failure. I my- 
self have restored hundreds by this means. 
It never leaves a mark, never causes blind- 
ness, and always prevents tedious lingering.’ ’’ 

Sometimes the very simples remedies prove 
the most efficacious.

The Servant Problem.

The best solution of vexed relations be- 
tween any two classes is one which gives to 
each the maximum of good with the minimum 
of trouble. The mistress should not look on 
the maid as a mere work machine, nor the 
maid upon the mistress as a mere source of 
living. In this, as in many other social rela- 
tions, much that is sore can be healed by the 
fine human touch. The proportion of author- 
ity and obedience must be observed, for with- 
out that there is no law and order, but the 
authority should be seasoned with justice and 
tempered with kindness, und the obedience 
should be given with intelligence and not with 
servility. Each should recognize and respect 
the rights of the other and her own, and dis- 
charge mutual obligations with conscientious 
exactitude. 

Perhaps the root of the matter lies in the 
fact that the whole scheme of home-making 
and home-keeping in the average family is too 
haphazard a system, when it should be a 
science. It ought to be looked on as a life occu- 
pation, and be entered upon only after the pre- 
liminary training deemed essential in other 
skilled occupations. When a man knows his 
busi:.ess thoroughly he knows also how to make 
himself well served, and the ignorant mistress 
of a household cannot expect to be intelligently 
and efficiently served, It would be unreason- 
able in her to demand that all laws of nature 
should be disregarded in her particular in- 
stance, and the stream of daily service rise 
higher than its source. Certainly when the 
head and hands of thé household come to re- 
gard one afiother as natural enemies there is 
something radically wrong with the whole sys- 


A PLEA FOR MODERNITY 
IN COLLEGE EDUCATION 


HERE is an idea among the people 
| that education consists of school- 

ing. It is a delusion. The idea is 
medieval. Some centuries before the in- 
vention and distribution of printing 
presses, learning was confined to a few— 
to a certain class and even in this class 
to a set. There were the learned men— 
the theologians, the classicists, the old 
masters of education. Later, when books 
became to be common property, great 
seats of learning, such as Heidelberg, 
Salamanca and the British universities, 
arose. Their courses consisted of the 
studies of their founders and progenitors, 
followed out and amplified, or in the low- 
er branches merely copied. 

How far have we progressed since that 
day? We have gone this far—we have be- 
gun to realize that erudition is only 
foundational, that it is ability which 
means success, and that education 
means not accumulation, but growth; in 
brief, that real education is self-educa- 
tion. We are only beginning to realize 
this. We admit it theoretically; soon we 
will practice it. But we still send our 
coming engineers to seats of Latinity. 
and our architects, lawyers, merchants. 
comptrollers, managers, expanders and 
innovators of the next generation cram 
Greek aorists and learn to read Xenophon 
with a dictionary, at the age of twenty, 
after four years of toil. Even the sons 
of immigrant laborers go to college in 
new clothes, while their wrinkled fathers 
carry on their ancestral trade in broken 
language. 

All this is very well. It ts amhonor to 
America that the violent ywoward energy 
of life provokes such inconsistencies. But 
the method is medieval though the mo- 
tive is fine. In this excellent eagerness 
for what we believe is education we adopt 
a prejudice and pursue a method ances- 
tral, and therefore out of place. WLearn- 
ing in the school, college and university 
sense is excellent. It broadens a busy 
man’s conceptions for the rest of his life, 
even though the facts of his studies fall 
away in the forgetfulness of hurry. But 
is this education—this accumulation in 
the method of our ancestors? Is this the 
best education we can get In the time? 
Is the system of antiquity, reverend and 
established as it fs, the best method for 
modernity? The knowledge of the world 
lies in its investigativeness, the civiliza- 
tion in its progressiveness. Tet us even 
investigate our education. 

First, let us put aside those collegians 
who study with the idea of pursuing and 
using their college course in after life— 
the teachers, the professional educators 
and the men who embark in scientific ca- 
reers to which special studies of their 
youth are the introduction. To all these 
the college course, if it have connection 
with their careers, is beneficial, expedient. 
But they are the minortty. The average 
man, who is vastly in the majority, is, 
in this country, a business man in some 
sense or other. He manufactures, he 
trades, he financiers, or he manages. The 
bulk of the profession range between the 
corner grocery and the financiers’ offices. 
We are a nation of business men. We 
are other things also, but primarily we 
are business men. 

Now take an average case. Suppose a 
well-to-do merchant, manufacturer, bank- 
er, financier or railroad man—say the 
head of a cotton factory. He has a son, 
to whom he will leave the business when 
he dies, and who is expected to succeed 
him. The boy is sent to school. When he 
reaches the age of 19 he studies for col- 
lege, passes the examinations and begins 
his four years’ course. His father, the 
manufacturer, gives him an allowance 
and he sits down to Horace. Freshman, 
sophomore, junior, senior—four years 
pass. One spring afternoon he packs his 
athletic suits, burns his Horace on the 
campus and at 23 he leaves college. Thus 
at his second birth—the birth of his man- 
hood, not of his childhood—he enters the 
world. 

And what {1s he at this critical period, 
a period far more critical than that of his 
physical birth? He is almost always a 
good fellow, in spite of some degree of 
callow self-cenceit. The world has not 
yet hardened him. Sometimes he is a 
brute, though the men brutes are, after 
all, comparatively few. But above all, 
he is young—so young. 7 

Let us look at his outfit for life. In 
the first place—I speak of the average— 
he has studied with no definite ambition. 
He has thought: ‘‘My business is study- 
ing my Horace; I will arrange my life 
when I enter it.’’ Or, more probably, he 


has thought nothing of the subject. His 
father, the manufacturer, has perhaps 
mentioned it. But is not the boy busy 
at his studies? How has he time for 
Other things? And as to those studies, 
surely the professors, whose business it 
is, know more about such matters than 
& man whose occupation has been the 
casting of steel and who has forgotten 
what he learned in his college days, even 
{f° he should happen to be a college grad- 
uate. 

So the son steps into the world, a man. 
In what? In trigonometry, calculus, 
Latin or Greek? Can one be a man in 
these things? Yet, what else is he? An 
athlete? Perhaps. That is well, but is 
he going to make that a career? 

What else is he? Let us face it; he is 
a child and nothing else. So‘at the age 
of 23 he puts his foot on the first step 
and enters Iife to begin it. But there 
is too much competition in the world for 
this sort of thing to continue. 

Even those who admit these observa- 
tions usually adduce two benefits re- 
maining from these four unappliable 
years. These are, first, the habit of and. 
ability to study; and second, friends. As 
to the first, could not the boy as readily 
acquire the habit and ability in the study 
of subjects applicable to the career of 
his after life? Must Greek teach him 
railroad building or Livy teach mining, 
trigonometry, or the management of mil- 
lions? True it would be a narrow train- 
ing for the boy to confine himself, in hig 
studies, to the boundaries of the require- 
ments of his profession as a man. But 
would he never read or think except 
through the forced impetus of the cole 
lege requirements? It is a low opinion of 
mankind and one which facts do not 
justify. } 

But, even allowing that the boy would 
not study without the college, are there 
not some things more generally useful 
that he could be taught, some more last- 
ing knowledge than for mathematics and 
dead languages? Isolated as Americans 
are in a hemisphere where they have no 
rivals, they do not feel the need of live 
languages as do the Europeans. But the 
need is already considerable. As com- 
munication and inter and outer relation 
grows more rapid, what is now a con- 
venience will become a necessity. But 
our boys know no more German than 
they know Greek, in spite of the four 
years’ medievaiism. Though English is 
a splendid speech, the ignorance of all 
others is a growing handicap. 

Might not our boys be taught a little of 
the philosophy of history, of the simple 
scientific reasons of things and of gov- 
ernments and how they are formed and 
how they work? And might they not be 
taught a little of thé products and peo- 
ples and abilities of other countries, to 
say nothing of our own? Truly do we 
not need a useful college as well as a 
classical one? These are things that 
every educated man should know. He 
need not know nine-tenths of what our 
present colleges teach him. Their teache 
ings fall from him because they are ine 
applicable teachings. If they were “fit” 
they would survive. By all means let u® 
teach if that is the only way to make 
boys learn. But let us teach—not cram. 

As to the second benefit of the college 
course, it is true that he makes friends, 
He also makes associations. He makes 
good friends; he makes bad associations, 
The street has the gang, the college has 
the crowd and we cannot expect the 
average boy to be lonely. 

A boy may make good friends, but he 
may also make bad ones. If he makes 
good ones, he has received a great benefit 
from his course, though there is no rea- 
son why he should not have made quite 
as good friends outside of college. If he 
makes bad friends he has received a 
detriment. 

Our present.college courses are good . 
yet let us not be content, for content fs 
stacnatiq, and if our education 
halt, it will either retayd us oF’ 
we will desert it. We need ths! 
great note of irreverence. Our educators 
should be innovators. They should be 
not only learned, but original. Surely 
nothing needs sensitiveness to the 
progress of the time more than our 
preparation for life. o 

Special courses and special schools are 
doing much, but there is still more to do. 
So long as the mental world continues to 
broaden and deepen there will be more to 
do. Individuality is the great character- 
istic of modernity. That which strength- 
ens, raises and realizes individuality is 
what the needs of the new man demand,

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July %—Of the five army officers 

aboard as passengers, two are well- 
known in Atlanta. One of these is Major 
Hobart K. Bailey, who was in command 
of one of the companies at Fort McPher- 
son when the Fifth infantry was stationed 
there and who will be remembered by all 
the olfer men at the Capital City .Club; 
the other is Captain McGrew, of the 
Edeventh infantry, who has just come 
from Atlanta with the band and recruits 
for the Twenty-sixth, and who has a lot 
of friends among the younger fellows of 
that spotless town’ near the Chattahoo- 
chee. McGrew has visited in Atlan‘a @ 
good many times during the oast few 
years and a lot of people there will re- 
member him very pleasantly. 

Of these two, more later on. The senior 
officer aboard must be talked of first, and 
he’s worth talking about. He is Lieuten- 
ant Colonel David J. Craigie, of the 
Eighth infantry, a gallant old veteran of 
the civil war, a man of most attractive 
personality. Colonel Craigie is on his 
way to join his regiment, which is doing 
duty in the Philippines. He expects to 
wind up his career on the active list out 
there, as he will retire in about two years. 

Colonel Craigie is particularly interesting 
from the fact that he has for years made 
a study of the problem of recruiting for 
the army and probably knows more about 
this important work than any other man 
in the army. He has been in charge of the 
recruiting division in which are included 
the states of Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
Maryland, and during about three years 
the territory under his charge has fur- 
nished more than thirty-five thousand re- 
cruits. The best of men, too, for it is army 
history that some of the best men in the 
service are the Pennsylvanians. 

The colonel is. as his name would indi- 
cate, a braw and canny Scot. In appear- 
ance he bears a striking resemblance to 
General Hancock and also to Henry Wat- 
terson, who is his warm friend and I be- 
lieve distant relative. He is very proud 
of relationship with Albert Sidney John- 
ston, has many friends as well as rela- 
tives throughout the south, and really 
had a narrow escape from getting into the 
confederate army. He was at Memphis 
at the outbreak of the war between the 
states and had a good deal of difficulty 
withstanding the blandishments of friends 
who went into the confederate service. 
He went on up to his home in Iowa on the 
last boat that got up the Mississippi, got 
a commission there, and, with the excep- 
tion of a hiatus of a few months between 
his muster out as an officer of volunteers 
and his commission as a lieutenant of 
regulars in 1865, he has seen just about 
forty years of active service. 

During the past few months the problem 
of recruiting has been much discussed in 
the British parliament. The constantly 
increasing army has, in the minds of 
many of the English statesmen, brought 
that country perilously near conscripticn, 
a system repugnant to many Englisi and 
one from which all hope to escape. In 
the course of these’ debates, many fine 
things have been satd not only of the 
American volunteer soldiers, but about the 
American system of recruiting. HKnthus- 
jastic and particularly intelligent as well 
have been the comments made by Hon. 
Arthur Lee, who was military attache of 
the British embassy at Washington and 
who was the British attache with our 
troops in Cuba. What he has had to say 
about recruiting is based largely from his 
study of the methods pursued by Conavnel 
Craigie. He spent some time with the 
colore] at Philadelphia, took full sets of 
our recruiting papers and learned a lot 
about our system and its results. 

One thing he learned, and it was a sur- 
prise to him as it has been to me, is that 
whereas a few years ago less than 10 per 
cent of the men who went into the regu- 
lar army were native born or naturalized 
citizens, now the percentage of native 
Americans runs as tigh as 95. This refers 
to the regular army as well as to the vol- 
unteers: and while the war spirit natural- 
ly had most to do with this result with 
regari to the volunteer regiments, the im- 
proved methods of conducting recruiting 
has brought the results in respect to the 
regulars. 

Believes in Country Boys. 

One of Colonel .Craigie’s first recom- 
mendations to his superior officers was 
that the recrulting stations should be re- 
moved from the slum districts of the large 
cities, where they had always been, to 
respectable districts. This brought good 
results almost immediately. Men who had 
before this fought shy of the recruiting 
stations bécause of their location, began 
to come in, to the decided betterment of 
the service. ' 

Colonel Craigie is a great believer’ in 
the country boy. He has for years ad- 
vocated sending recruiting parties to the 
country off from the railroads, particular- 
ly into the mountain districts north and 
south, and it is expected that work on 
these lines will be done in the near fu- 
ture. The first steps had been taken to- 
ward this end when the war with Spain 
came along to monopolize public atten- 
tion and make recruiting practically un- 
“necessary. The arguments advanced in 
favor of systematic recruiting among 
country boys are several, One consider- 
ation is that every boy of them is a nat- 
ural marksman, that he Knows how to 
handle a gun almost from the cradle. The 
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plained that they have great trouble in 
making marksmen of men reared in Lon- 
don and the other cities of England, and 
the acknowledged superior shooting ca- 
pacity of the Boers has opened their eyes 
to the necessity for improvement, Kip- 
ling long ago said the American soldier 
was the best soldier in the world and 
Colonel Arthur Lee has recently said the 
same thing in the pariiamentary debates. 
One reason for this is that the majority 
of American boys know how to shoot. Our 
small game is very largely responsible for 
this. 

Which is digressing somewhat. Mani- 
festly, the country boy is a better shot 
than the city boy, and for other reasots 
he is the more desirable récruit. One of 
these is his better condition physically; 
another is his greater temperance—I am 
making comparisons, of course, with the 
city boy who is likely to go into the regu- 
jar army. One other reason why better

| cruiting in country districts than in the 
cities is that the soldier’s pay seems 
larger to the country boy. In his present 
life he does not see anywhere near as 
much money as the city boy and natu-

“Parties sent into the heart_of the 
(country districts should be equipped so 
as to make the most attractive showing 
possible,’’ said Colonel Craigte in the 
course of an informal talk on the gen- 
eral subject of recruiting. ‘‘I noticed in 
the parliamentary debates in the London 
newspapers that somebody who knew 
was criticising the admiralty for sending 
out as recruiting .officers men who could 
neither sing a song nor dance a horn- 


officers of the British army have com- 


pipe. That criticism was well-founded. 
In order to get men for the army or 
navy, the attractive part of the life must 
be presented in a way that will appeal 
to the imagination of the boys. Recruit- 
ing parties sent into the country districts 
should, for instance, be furnished with 
the most attractive lay-out possible; the 
men should live in the tents, should mess 
together in the regular way, and should 
be fellows who can tell a good story or 
sing a song or play the banjo. It is no 
easy matter to secure recruits for the 
regular army in time of peace. Just now 
the possibility of service in the Philip- 
pines appeals to the imagination of young 
men, but after awhile the interest in 
that will die out and recruiting will be 
by no means 80 easy.”’ 

Colonel Balley is a major, but as he 
has iust come from service on the staff 
of the commanding general of the army, 
it is, I presume, right to use the higher 
title. At any rate, nothing is too good 
for Bailey. Bailey has seen all sorts of 
fighting. He was in the heart of the 
Indian troubles in which the Fifth in- 
fantry figured so prominently during a 
period of half a dozen years, a series of 
brilliant campaigns whoSe success gave 
Miles his brigadier’s star; he commanded 
a battalion of the Fifth at Santiago, and 
I believe he was old enough to get into 
the civil war for a while, though he 
doesn’t look it. He is now on his way to 
Manila for service in the inspector gen- 
eral’s department, having in the shake- 
up following the passage of the army 
bill been transferred to that nice billet. 
Bailey knows soldiering from one end to 
the other. He has a fund of good stories of 
the Indian fighting days which have help- 
ed while away the hours most pleasantly, 
and he is in every way a distinct addi- 
tion to the party. 

Major Gandy and Captain McGrew. 

Major Ganby is of the medical corps. 
He is going out to the Philippines for his 
first service there, but he has had a long 
career of usefulness since he went into 
the corps in the early eighties, and has 
made, I am told by his fellows officers, 


an excellent record. There isn’t much to 


tell about an army doctor except the 
record of his transfers from one post 
to another and to give the record of the 
hardships in frontier life. There is this 
to add: Maior Gandy is a most attrac- 
tive man in his personality and his pres- 
ence here is a délight to everybody. 
Captain McGrew is a youngster of the 


"95 class at West Point, yet he is a vet- 
eran of two wars. He has seen active 
service, active fighting service, in Cuba 
and the Philippines, and was for some 
time on duty in Porto Rico. He has nine- 
ty-seven men aboard here, a band and 
about sixty men for the Twenty-sixth 
infantry, whom he has just brought up 
from Atlanta. Most of these boys, by the 
way, come from Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. This is no pleasure trip for Mc- 
Grew. He is full of business from early 
morning until he gets his boys into their 
bunks at night, but it would be stretching 
the truth considerably to say that he 
finds time for nothing else than work. 
|Captain McGrew has, as I have sald, 
been a visitor to Atlanta quite frequently 
during the past five or six years, upon 
several occasions, I believe, being the 
guest of Alex Smith. 

He was telling today of the narrow eés- 
cape he had from leaving the army for 
the higher and better life of journalism. 
Down in the Philippines he and his com- 
pany were set to guard an important 
point on the railroad out from Manila. 
It seemed all right for a few days, but 
after that the stories of fighting came 
in from the front and he began to get 
nervous. Was he going to be left out of 
it after all? Not if he could help it. He 
began pulling all the wires he knew how 
and was follied into the belief that he 
would soon be sent to the front. Still 
no orders. The climax came when a lot 
of new volunteer regiments came and 
were hurried to the front. Beaming and 
happy, there stood on the platform of 
the train that carried them by McGrew’s 
post two chaps who had been freshmen 
at West Point when he was a senior. 
They were going out as majors of volun- 
.teer regiments, while he was sticking 
there guarding the railroad with no pros- 
pect of anything better. 

Disgust with a great big D took pos- 
session of the man who was being left 
out of it all when he had for a good many 
years been living in hopes of just such 
experiences as these other w@e having. 
He waited on for a few days longer, then 
got leave to go to Manila, where he went 
to John Bass, the correspondent of The 
Herald in the Philippines, and asked for 
a job. There was no trouble fixing it, for 
McGrew is a very bright fellow and Bass 
knew him well. Some of his army 
friends got wind of his idea, however, 
and set out to dissuade him from resign- 
ing his commission. They couldn't do 
much with him, but two things con- 
spired to knock him out. One of these 
was a strong letter from his strong friend, 
Oscar King Davis, The Sun man, who 
wrote him from Japan urging him to re- 
consider; the other was a bad attack of 
illness which sent him to the arfmy hos- 
pital. This was serious, and for some 
time he was compelled to undergo the 
joys of life in a hospital when there were 
real things going on at the front. He 
was knocked out of the fighting, to come 
back home on sick leave, afterwards join- 
ing his old regimentin Porto Rico,

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sulted him better after all, and that he fs 
glad he didn’t get away from the army. 
He still thinks, however, that there are 
few vocations more attractive than that 
of getting out and seeing things for 
print, and he isn’t far wrong. 

“Cupid” Place Is Pogular. 

The fourth of the soldier quartet is 
“Cupid.” He smiles and looks happy un- 
der the sobriquet, but he doesn’t half like 
it. He is young and, being an army 
freshman, naturally believes he should be 


taken most seriously. Short and plump 
and rosy is Olney Place, who is going 
out to be second Meutenant in some one 
of the troops of the Sixth cavalry—a 
youngster who has just passed a most 
creditable examination, going in from the 
volunteer service. Place is a Texan. He 
had a couple of years of college life in 
Texas and Iowa, where he has relatives, 
before that having had a practical knowl- 
edge of telegraphy. It was the possession 
of this knowledge that led him to vol- 
unteer for service in the signal corps, 
» where he felt he could give the best re- 
turn to his country. He went in as a 
private, was soon made a corporal and 
then a sergeant, and was sent to Porto 
Rico for duty. Then he was put in 
charge of the military telephone system 
of the island. 

He had been interested in the problem 
of wireless telegraphy from the begin- 
ning of Marconi’s discoveries. When the 
signal corps began its experiment across 
New York harbor he was detailed by or- 
der of General Greely, at the suggestion 
of Major Glassford, who was his superior 
officer in Porto Rico, to take part in these 
experiments, and for six or seven months 
he has been devoting himself to that 
work. 

Lieutenant Place has given me the 
first intelligent idea.I have had of this 
wonderful stride forward in telegraphing 
without wires. I wish I could convey 
that idea intelligently into print, but 
there are too many technicalities about it 
to make that feasible. 

He has told me a good many things of 
interest in connection with these exper- 
iments. It has been announced through 
the newspapers, for instance, that some 
American systems have given better re- 
sults than the Marconi. That is hardly 
true. A great many experiments have 
been made with the inventions of enter- 
prising Americans who have thought they 
could get results in some other way than 
those used by the Italian inventor, but 
the most successful experiments are made 
with instruments embodying the Marconi 
principles. 

One thing that particularly interested 
me in his descriptions is the statement 
that nothing seems to stand in the way 
of these magnetic waves—that no mat- 
ter how many high buildings may inter- 
vene between the sending and receiving 
stations the waves are not diverted from 
reaching the receiving station. 

The best that can bé said of it is that 
wireless telegraphy is still in the experi- 
mental stage. We hear a great deal about 
the successful experiments, but little is 
said about that »ortion of the work that 
is ursuccessful. There are many problems 
yet to be solved. Just now the electrical 
experts are trying hard to find some 
means of increasing the voltage at the 
receiving station, but all their efforts 
have failed. 

The theory Is advanced tlrat these mag- 
netic waves travel through the earth in- 
stead of through the air, and that the 
high wires that have been used in all the 


cont himself is said *o have come to this 
theory, but, es there is nothing mofe sub- 
stantial to this announcement than pub- 
lication in some newsDPapers, those who 
have been in the work in this country are 
dubious. They do rot take to the new 
theory at all. 

“Cupid” has an essentially mathemat- 
ical mind. An inventive mind, too, and 
cne from which notable results may yet 


|}ecme. He is scarcely more than a boy, 


and predictions are, of course, risky 
things to maks; but, from my rather close 
study of him, I feel sure he will some 
day make a distinct name for himself in 
the field of invention. He has been work- 
ing out mathematical, mechanical and 
electrical problems for himself ever since 
he was old enough to think, but it is 
hard work to make him @ilk about them. 
He says it was always easier for him to 
work out things of this kind for himself 
than to study them from books, an that, 
while many of the things he has worked 
out and thought original, had been solved 
by others before him, he gets great pleas- 
ure out of the knowledge that he worked 
them out for himself. 

Queer sort of a mind, isn’t it? Howevery 
unless I am very much mistake=n, it’s the 
kind of a mind from which great inven- 
ticns come. I am betraying a secret in 
referring to this, but, as I can see no 
possible harm in it, I want to mention 
that among the things on which he hag 
been recently working is a field range 
finder which some of the experts of the 
army believe will prove @ great thing. 
We have excellent range finders in the 
navy, and for use in coast fortifications, 
but they are complicated pieces of 
mechanism which require several men to 
work, and no field range finder has as 
yet been found to fill the requirements. 
This one from Place’s brain is exceedingly 
simple, and can be uséd cn moving ob- 
jects such as infantrymen or cavalry- 
men, giving immediate results. His ey- 
perior officers, to whom he has confided 
the principles, believe he has solved the 
problem, but, as his invention has not 
yet had the test of actval use in the 
field, the result is not certain. If he has 
what he and they think he has—if his in- 
strument can determine instantly the 
range of an object 2,000, or more, yards 
away within 25 yards—there is much in 
store for him.

Seventy-Five More Applicants Than 
Seats at Girls’ High School. 


ALL SCHOOLS FILLED BEYOND CAPACITY 


About 1,500 More Pupils Than Ever 
Before—West End Grammar 
School Overcrowded. 


Suporintendent Slaton is making ready 
for the opening of the public schools, 
which will be Monday, September %. 
Everything is in readiness. All the addi. 
tions to various schools are entirely done 
and painted, and the furnishings, desks, 
fixtures, etc., will arrive in ample time. 
The three different companies from which 
these supplies were bought are under 
bond for their punctual delivery. 

Repairs and whitewashing have 
many of the grammar schools in good 
condition, though Major Slaton says that 
the appropriation for repairs was not 
sufficient to cover everything needed. 

There havea@been twenty additional 
r00oms built, and twenty-two new teachers 
will go in at the fall term. An extra 
appropriation of $5,000 made two weeks 
ago will cover the necessary fund for 
teachers’ salaries vp to Christmas, when 
a new apprupriation will be made. 

The teachers’ normal schcol will begin 
the last Monday in August, and last two 
weeks. Major Slaton has engaged Dr. 
Sanford, of New York, a distinguished 
Instructor, to conduct the programme, 
which promises this year to be excep- 
tionally interesting and ‘beneficial. 

The present cutlook indicates that the 
Public schools will be crowded to their 
utmest capacity when the term opens. 
The West End grammar school, particu- 
larly, is insufficient to accommodate the 
applications already made. 

More than seventy-five applications 
have been made at the Girls’ High echool 
than there ara seats to be filled. As yet 
the city has msde no provision for their 
accommodation: There will be from 1,00 
to 1,500 more children in tha public schools 
this year than ever before.

PAPER WAS INTRODUCED 
AT YESTERDAY'S SESSION 


Effort Will Be Made To Prevent the 
Extension of Life of Franchise 
- Until the Final Year of 
the Grant Itself. 


Although council was in session yester- 
Gay afternoon for only about half an 
hour, the time was sufficient in which to 
start the wheels in matters of consider- 
able importance just at this time. 

Councilman Kontz introduced a resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the ordinance 
committee, providing that the city at- 
torney be directed to apply to the state 
railroad commission for a hearing upon a 
complaint, made by council nearly three 
years ago, that the present union depot 
-{s totally inadequate for the purposes for 
which it was designed. 

The resolution insists taat immediate 


_‘gction be had by the commission “in or- 


der that the increasing evil may ‘be 
speedily remedied."" The paper does not 
mince matters in the least, but says that 
the petition in question has been post- 
poned from time to time upon repeated 
Suggestions that the railroads would 
construct a suitable union depot, and 
the state would in some way contrébute 
to this end. “It is evident,” says the 
resolution, ‘‘that these repeated assur- 
ances are but easy methods of delaying 
action of the complaint filed by this city 
with the said honorable commissioners.” 

The object of this resolution is to seek 
to require each of the railroads running 
into Atlanta to build separate depots, 
and in this manner compel them to get 
together and erect one good one which 
all may use, as at present. 

In speaking of his resolution Council- 
man Kontz made the following statement 
to a representative of The Constitution: 

“The present depot is not only not in 
keeping with the dignity of our city and 
its size, but it entails upon the traveling 
public the greatest inconveniences. It is 
at the risk of life and limb that one en- 
ters our present abominable ‘carshed.’ 
The number of trains running in and 
out of it amounts to about one hundred 
and twenty a day, and further toleration 
of this old noisome rookery should be 
considered only after every legal method 
had been exhausted for obtaining the ac- 
‘commodations to which Atlanta is en- 
‘titled. While separate depots are not de- 
sirable, yet, as a last resort, they would 

» be better than what we have at present. 
‘However, I believe that should the rall- 
road commission direct, as {t has the 
power to, and as I believe it will do, that 
each of the roads build a suitable pas- 
senger station for itself, the roads would 
then build such a union station as At- 
lanta ought to have.” . 

Will Not Extend Time. 

Councilman Kontz also introduced a 
resolution seeking to have the city char-: 
ter amended go that “the limitation of 
the term of life of all franchises hereto- 
fore granted, or that may hereafter be 
granted, shall not be extended or the 
limitation of said grant increased, re- 
newed or extended, except during the 
twelve months immediately preceding the 


expiration of such> franchise.”’ 


' (ng the office of 


The paper has ‘been referred to the 
ordinance committee. The intent of the 
resolution is really apparent. Cotncil- 
man Kontz is an ardent supporter of the 
twenty-one-vear limit idea for all public 
utility franchises. The adoption of this 
resolution and the securing of the proper 
oharter amendment would make it im- 
possible for a concern which had accept- 


ed a short term grant to get the fran- 


chise extended until the very last year 
that the grant had to run. 

Concerning this resolution, Judge Koniz 
seid: 

‘The franchises are so valuable that 
the extension of even a few years would 
be worth. in many cases, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the grantee. And 
{t ought not to be in the power of the pub- 
Ne utility corporations to ‘jump up’ these 
questions and extend the life of corpora- 
tions without the people being put on no- 
ittce that it was going to be done previous 
ito the election of the particular council 
‘that should pass on.the matter. The ex- 
perience of other cities has proven the 
wisdom of this provision,”’ 

Another resolution which Councilman 
Kontz introduced and which was also re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee, carried 
with it the provision for a charter amen6é- 
ment “so that hereafter whenever the 
‘council of said city has by appropriate 
‘Jegisiation ordained a reduction of any 
‘salary, or other expenditure, in any de- 
partment of the government of said city, 
and said action has been passed up to the 
board of aldermen, that said board shall 
concur or not concur therein at the first 
or second regular meeting of said board 
thereafter, and that in default of tuch 
getion said board shall be deemexi to have 
concurred in or approved the action of 
council in the matter in question and the 
papers therein shall thereupon be trans- 
mitted by the clerk of the council to the 
mayor for his approval or veto,” 
resolution,”’ said Councilman 
Konté, “is intended to prevent a bare 
majority of the aldermanic board, that is 
to say, three or four men, from preven*- 
ing a reduction of salaries and other ex- 
‘penditures of the city after favorable ac- 
tion of even a unanimous council, com- 
posed of fourteen of the city’s representa- 
tives,” . 

Councilman Reed Presided. 

As soon as it was ascertained that there 
was a quorum of the members of council 
present, Deputy Clerk Foster opened the 
meeting and explained that Mayor Pro 
Tem. Harvey Johnson would not be able 
to attend the session. The roll cal] showed 
the following members present: Alder- 
men Day and LaHatte and Councilmen 
Barrett, Fincher, Rawson, Lewis, Min- 

nnett. Reed, Adams, Glass, Konts and 
Longino, Councilman Malvern Hill pre- 
sided at the afternoon session of the re- 
corder’s court and, of course, could not 
attend council's meeting. 

Counctiman Barrett nominated Council- 
man Adams for temporary chairman, but 
Mr. Adams declined the honor. Council- 
man Reed wag then unanimously select- 
ea to preside in the absence of the maycr 
pro tem.

Commissioner Brotherton offered a 
resolution instructing the chief of police 
to put supernumeraries in places made 
vacant by absent patrolmen. 

‘We can’t do that,” said Vice Chairman 
Jones, 

“I want to know why we can’t?’”’ asked 
Commissioner Brotherton. 

‘We haven't the money,” said the vice 
chairman. 

“IT can ghow where we ought to have 
the money,’ stated Commissioner John- 
son. “We had enough for our pay roll, 
but that was cut down by the chairman 
of thie board transferring $3,500 from the 
pay roll to the expense account,”’ 

Finance Committee Did It. 


“That transfer was made by the finance 
committee of the city councll,’’ said Com- 
rrissioner Patterson. 

Commissioner Brotherton made a strong 
talk for poli‘e protection. He said that 
the people should have the protection they 
were entitled to. 

“We will put on the men,” said the 
commissioner. “and let :t run as long as 
we can, and when we get to the end of 
the row We can tell the finance committee 
that we are out of fuids.”’ 

“Then we will have no protection,” said 
Commissioner Patterson. “I for one am 
rot willing to vote for any such a 
measure.”’ 

“Then vote against it,’’ said Conimis- 
sioner Brotherton. 

"I believe in letting the finance com- 
mittee see that we mean business,” said 
Commissioner Fox. 

‘“l suggest,’’ said the vice chairman, 
‘that we defer this matter until after the 
finance committee meets with us, The 
whole board will appear before the com- 
mittee temorrow at 10 o'clock, and then 
we will be able to see how the cat is 
going to jump.”’ 

Will Put on the Supes. 


Commiesioner Johnson moved that Com- 
missioner Brotherton’s resolution to put 
on the supernumeraries be passed, to

Commissioner Patterson said that that 
would be the same as passing it to take 
effect at once.

The 
matter was allowed to pass because the 
chairman was out of town. 

It was becoming apparent that when- 
ever a snag was struck the “out of town 
chairman” was played nicely. 

On motion of Commissioner Brotherton 
the chief of police was empowered to 
hereafter hire a trained nurse at $1 a day 
for sick policemen instead of detailing 
patrolmen on duty for such work. This 
will give the city more patrolmen and 
save the department money. 

A petition from Officer Felder to allow 
him to live with his father In law, whose 
home is on the city limits line, was 
tabled, as the board did not consider 
itself capable of legally granting any 
such a request. 

Officer Quinn, who was shot by a sol- 
dier, was allowed pay for time lost dur- 
ing his convalescence. All voted for the 
alowance, but Commissioner Brotherton 
remarked that such a thing must here- 
after be granted in very exceptional 
cabes.

Two Important Resolutions Were 
Adopted by Council 
Yesterday, 


BOTH INTRODUCED BY 
COUNCILMAN KONTZ 


City Assessors Are To Report as to 
Whether or Not Railroad Com- 
panies Own City Property 
Not Used for Railroad 

Purposes. 


More revenue in the shape of taxes for 
the city is what Councilmen B, C. Kontz 
is after, and to that end he introduced, 
during the meeting of council] yesterday 
afternoon, several resolutions seeking to 
have the various railroad companies pay 
an adequate tax on all their property not 
used for railroad purposes, if they possess 
eny; and also to secure a more just and 
equitable assessnent of the property of 
steam and electric car companies. \ 

Both of th2se resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted. One of them cal!s upon 
the city tax assessors to ascertain if any 
of the railroad companies own property 
which is not used for railroad purposes, 
its seize, location and value. The city at- 
tcrney is directed to advise council wheth- 
er or not it is the duty of such roads to 
give in their property not used for rail- 
road purposes directly to the city as the 
property of other persons. 

Further, the city attorney is requested 
to advise the city authorities as to the 
legality of the exemption from tax 
claimed by the Georgia railroad, and also 
if there is any legal method whereby each 
of the railroads running into Atlanta can 
be compelled to pay their proportion of 
city taxes. Mr. Mayson will be asked to 
further report whether or not such roads 
can be made to pay their proportion of 
the expenses of paving streets adjoining 
their property. 

All of these reports, under tho provis- 
lions of tha Kontz resolution, are to be 
transmitted to council at the first meet- 
ing of that body in September. 


Judge Kontz’s Resolution. 


The following {s a copy of the Kontsz 
resolution:

Whereas, several of said roads are competing 
with our local property owners in the renting

Whereas, the returns of the Georgia road, 
particularly, are altogether disproportioned to 
the value of their property in this city, be it, 
and it is hereby resolved— 

|. That the city tax assessors are hereby 
required to make an inventory and appraise- 
ment of all the real estate belonging to each 
of the roads running into the city of Atlanta, 
respectively, showing the location, size and 
value of the portions in use for railroad 
purposes, and the total amount of taxes given 
in by the railroads respectively and appor- 
tioned to the city of Atlanta by the comptroller 
general of the state of Georgia for each of the 
years 1900 and !I901. 

2. That the clty tax assessors also report 
to this body what, if any, property belonging 
to the Western and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany not property of the state of Georgia, and 
what property belonging to or leased by said 
company is leased out or subleased by them, | 
together with the statement, if obtainable, of 
the amount of rentals received, and all other 
information obtainable by them in relation 
thereto. 

3. That said tax assessors be directed, as 


| s00n as the same is completed, to furnish a 


copy of the above report required to the city 
attorney of Atlanta, and also transmit a copy 
of the same to the mayor and general council, 
filing same with the clerk immediately upon its 
completion. 

And the said city tax assessors are further 
requested and required to report whether or 
not any, and if there be any, location and 
value,- of the properties pelonging to railroads 
is given in for taxation in the city by any 
other person and the amount of taxes paid 
in such cases, if any there be. 

(a) The city attorney is hereby directed to 
advise the mayor and general council whether 
or not it is the duty of such roads to give 
in their property not used for railroad pur- 
poses directly to the city as the property of 
other persons, (b) Also the legality of the 
exemption from tax claimed by the Georgia 
railroad, together with his advice, and the 
law upon which same is based, showing the 
proper legal method of compelling each of 
said railroads running into Atlanta to pay 
their just proportion of city taxes. (o) That 
sail attorney further report whether or not 
such roads can be compelled to pay their 
just proportion of the expenses of paving 
streets adjoining their property. (d) That said 
attorney report what, if any, further legisia- 
tion is necessary in the premises, (e) That 
the city tax aseessors and the city attorney be 
requested tu give this their immediate con- 
sideration and labor, and that the reports here- 
in requested be transmitted to the general! 
council at its first meeting in September.

COTTON MOVING FREELY 

- Cereals Sharply Higher on Bullish 

4 Government Report--Stocks Closed 
Fairly Active and Strong. 


New York, August 12.—The market for cot- 
ton futures opened steady in tone with prices 2 
points higher to 2 points lower, this being in 
feeping with English cables, which showed 
firrrer ruling of near months and an easier rul- 
Ing of late months than expected by the trad¢ 
bere. Soon after the call weakness developed 
under nervous general selling, brought out by 
reports of good rains in all parts of the cen- 
tral and western belt, except central Texas, 
where drought continued in all counties with 
the single exception of Brenham, which re- 
ceived over half an inch yesterday. The fore- 
‘east indicated further showers in that region, 
all of which tended to make longs uneasy and 
to create prejudice in favor of a lower mar- 
ket. The selling movement carried October off 
to 7.22 and January to 7.29. It was seen that 
mew cotton was coming in much more freely 
than at the same time last year: that cotton 
goods markets in this country were listless 
and heavy, and that spinners were buying 
along hand-to-mouth ‘lines for the present. 
Early in the afternoon the market turned 
quite a sharp corner on New Orleans buying 

through room brokers, and worked back to the 
highest level of the forenoon. There was little 
cotton for Bale on the upturn. Slight reac- 
tions followed every lull in the afternoon buy- 
ing, and at no time were commission houses 
prominently engaged. Belief that tomorrow's 
|} weekly government crop will show a marked 
‘improvement in the crop condition, except 
over central Texas, deterred conservative op@r- 
ators from taking a hand either way for the 
time being. The market was finally quiet with 
prices net {| to 3 points lower. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, August !2.—The aspect of af- 
fairs in the market for spot cotton has not 
changed materially since Saturday. Liverpool 
shows a decidedly mere encouraging front to- 
day, but the trade on this side has not re- 
sponded in kind. Buyers are evidently not 
overweighted with purchasing orders and dis- 
play a marked indisposition to treat with sell- 
ers, except upon the basis of lower prices. 
Factors, however, have taken heart as the re- 
sult of the improvement in the English mar- 
ket and are showing no great inclination to 
make sacrifices in order to unload their hold- 
ings. Sales 500 bales, including 200 to ar- 
rive. Prices unchanged. 

Trading was very slack today in the mar- 
ket for contracts and prices were decidedly 
droopy. despite the manifest improvement in 
the feeling at Liverpool.

New Orleans, August |2.—Notwithstanding 
Liverpool was indifferent, our market opened 
Slightly higher, but declined 4 to § points 
shortly after on good rains in Arkansas, Ok- 
lahom:a and Indian Territory. Later, however, 
sensational reports of crop damage in Texas 
occasioned an advance of 7 points from the 
bottom. Near the close, though, the absence 
of buyers caused easiness, and prices closed 
practically unchanged from Saturday's quota- 
tions. For several days past cables have re- 
ported an improved demand from Manchester. 
It seems this was predicted upon Chinese in- 
quiry, which was stimulated by reports re- 
garding the increase of the tariff, and there 
were some transactions where deliver- could 
be promised for September. There seems to be 
a wide difference existing between yarns and 
cloths, the former being generally dull and 
the business executed is insufficient to hold 
values as low offers are frequently accepted, 
making buyers cautious. The continental trade 
advices continue discouraging. The New York 
Herald in today’s issue says: ‘“Tota] estimated 
yield of Texas this year on the present pros- 
pects points from 3,000, to 3,500,000 bales. 
The yicld will be above the average in south- 
and and eastern sections, but will be below 
the average in central Texas.’’ Traders have 
their attention riveted now on absence of rains 
in Texas, and for the moment have lost sight 
of poor trade and the favorable crop: outlook 
in all the other states. The four principal 
interior towns today received 1,927 bales, 
against only 77 last year. It is true that the 
bulk of same is old cotton, still it weighs on 
the market, and as the new crop will also 
soon begin to move, it will require a decided 
increased spot demand to prevent a sagging 
tendency unless the crop in the near future 
should meet with a serious setback.

W. B. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, Avgust 12.~There was less ac- 
tivity among :horts this morning and a greater 
desire on the part of a few nolders to sell this 
cotton.

New York, August 9.—Throughout the 4dif- 
ferent sections of the cotton spinning world 
there appears to be a belief among traders 
that the increase in the acreage and the re- 
ported ‘mprovement in tha condition of the 
crop since the bureau report was compiled 
would result in a yield larger than their pros- 
pective requirements and therefore they could 
await the movement of the crop befcre accum- 
ulating any large reserve stocks. This view is 
in striking contrast with that held a year ago 
and is due to the yield this season turning out 
so much larger than was anticipated earlier in 
the year. 

A decline in condition in July is usually fol- 
lowed by a further deterioration during Au- 
gust. Whether this will be the case the pres- 
ent season is of course the question to be 
solved during the next four weeks to prove 
or cisprove the correctness of the belief so 
prevalent among spinners at the present time 
and which is finding lodgment in the minds 
of the trade. : 

On the whole there is therefore little change 
from the situation existing at the beginning 
of July, excepting that we are entering a 
period which will be most closely watched as 
the crop this season depends more on the con- 
ditions prevailing during August than for 
many years. 

As the natural result of the disappointment 
of the trade at the outcome of the crop and

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BAD COOKING THE BANE 


OF OUR HOUSEWIVES 


Some Flaws and Faults of the 
Culinary Department. 


SOME GEORGIA BELLES 
3 AT POWDER SPRINGS 


Miss Eva Barrett Gives a Delightful 
Trolley Party—Events of the 
Day in Atlanta Society.

T HAS been recently estimated by a 

well-known economist that among the 

people of the United States the waste 
from bad cooking alone is over five hun- 
dred million dollars a year. These sta- 
tistics may at first stagger the casua) 
reader, and the man who is blessed with 
a comfortable home, who can afford to 
travel according to the American concep- 
tion of “first class style,’”” and whose 
travel carries him only Ao our luxurious 
large hotels, may question the truth of 
the figures. ) 

But interview the average commercial 
traveler, and (to bring the figures homc) 
let him give his experiences in the ma- 
jority of country hotels, and at the rail- 
road eating houses of the south, and he 
will not nrarvel that qa thousand million 
dollars a year is wasted in bad cooking. 
On the contrary, he will deplore the pain- 
ful truth of the statement. In realization 
of it he will tell stories of hardship and 
discomfort, and indigestion, that make 
one almost blush to know that in this 
country of ours, so rich in resources and 
all the conditions that tend to good living, 
there should be such a woful lack ofg 
thrift—such an ignorance of the law of 
economies among a people boasting the 
overwhelming spirit of progress and ad- 
Vancement, which we are so often told 
animates the thought and expression of 
the average American citizen. Whether 
he saws Georgia pine, rings the bell out- 
side the best eating house in Alabamia, or, 
plows the cotton fields of South Carolina, 
Mississippi or Louisiana, he boasts of 
“progress” and the ‘‘spirit of the times,” 
and yet the poor cooking that the com- 
mércial brotherhood will vehemently tes- 
tify to as existing in many sections of our 
country justifies the statement that of the 
amount of one thousand million dollars 
wasted annually in bad cooking, we in the 
land of watermelons, peaches, sugar cane 
and cotton do more than our part of the 
wasting. 

Although some of the most renowned 
cooks in the world have been men, and 
there is no more reason to tell women 
that cooking is exclusively their vocation 
than to tell men they alone can become 
architects,’ there is no getting around the 
fact thet in our part of the cduntry this 
matter of bad cooking is “up to the wo- 
men—“‘it is a conditition that they may 
remedy. 

It is only in large hotels and eating 
houses, where ‘‘chefs’’ are 
that bad cooking can be charged to the 
men, and in those sections where there 
are the hotels and eating houses over 
which the traveling man often sighs and 
grows profane, it is a woman generally 
who presides over the kitchen—to whom 
me aa charged the waste in “bad cook- 
ng.’ 

“There is plenty to eat in that section 
of the country, but oh! the ignorance of 
how to prepare it,’’ is the qemmog, com- 
plaint. 

“At a certain farm house where I fre- 
quently stop the mistress of the house as 
she fans the flies from the table will 
complain of hard times and the work 
that has to be done,” the traveling man 
will relate. “The milk is served in a 
sméared glass, the butter is so badly 
made it shows absolute ignoranee of the 
manipulation of dairy products. There 
are no eggs because she could not go 
out to find them and nobody else did it. 
No chickens are to be had because they 
ran away before she could catch them; 
no preserves, because she did not know 
how to make them; the coffee is boiled, 
the bacon suffocates one with its odor 
of odoriferous lard and the cornbread is 
raw and there are files in the honey. 
There are poisonous looking pickles 
bought frdm the nearest country store 
and cakes colored pink with nobody 
knows what. 

“And yet as I look out the windows as 
she complains of ‘hard times,’’’ will con- 
tinue the travelfng man, “I see every- 
thing that suggests plenty. Cow bells 
are jingHng not far out of sight; hens are 
cackling; the fruit trees hang with their 
bearings; I see a mill in the distance and 
a stream near by where I am told ‘the 
boys’ (now whittling sticks outside the 
window) have been fishing. 

“And I think oh! if this woman only 
knew how to cook—if she only knew how 
to make use of what is around her; if she 
only knew the meaning of thrift, what 
delicious butter she could make and sell! 
What preserves and pickles she could 
make of her fruit; and why doesn’t it 
occur to her that the ‘boys’ might have 
hunted the eggs and caught the chickens 
for her and built a henhouse, and done it 
in half the time it takes them to go to 
and from the nearest country store. And 
why, instead of those ‘fireside stories’ I 
saw scattering the floor couldn’t some 
influence be brought to bear to interest 
her in what there is actually around her 
and literature that might suggest the 
possibilities there are for a better time 
if she only knew how to cook and how to 
keep it.”’ 

But this lack of thrift and ignorance 
of cooking (after all the basis of the 
well conducted home) cannot alone be 
charged to the women of the rural dis- 
tricts, those remote from the town, for 
almost within the heart of the crowded 
city there is demonstrated each day an 
ignorance of the laws of domestic 
sctence, and that waste going on from 
baad cooking. In the cities or towns that 
have long been manufacturing centers 
one potent cause of waste is said to be 
due to the fact that very many of the 
women, having been practically brought 
up in the factories, do not know how to 
buy economically and are neither pass- 
able cooks or good housekeepers. 

They therefore are dependent upon 
the canned goods of the corner grocery 
for what they eat and the miserable pit- 
tance which they earn and which if 
spent by the thrifty woman who knew 
the value of a good soup, a nourishing

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stew and the always wholesome (when 
well cooked) cornbread would bring com- 
forts instead of going to the thrifty 
(enough) merchant who labels with 


‘tempting words and pictures ‘‘his canned 


salmon,’ “canned meats’’ and tasteless, 
highly colored “sweets.” 

But these women, for whom some ex- 
cuse may be made, are but an element 
contributing to the waste accredited to 
“bad cooking,” for investigation right 
here in Atlanta by women desirous of 
helping the industrious poor has brought 
to light the fact that lack of the knowl- 
edge of the simplest cooking is a com- 
mon condition, while it is reasqnably 
charged that one most apparent reason 
for the present “servant question” among 
all classes is the lack of trained house- 
keepers as well as the lack of trained 
servants. No woman can claim to be a 
trained housekeeper who does not know 
something about cooking—enough to dl- 
rect the conduct of her cook. 

My haughty dame, who boasts that she 
never “puts her foot in the kitchen,”’ or 
“my pretty miss’ who does not want to 
hear about cooking, because she never in- 
tends to do it, are both wrong in their 
theories. 

Women who disdain a knowledge of 
domesticity, i. e., sufficient knowledge of 
it to conduct their homes, whether the lat- 
ter be luxurious or hutreg’, are just the 
ones who are doomed to discontent, in 
their restless longing for ‘‘something be- 
yond’—a something they know not 
what. 

Taking the figures that stagger the 
economists in their study of what we 
waste in bad cooking, it would seem that 
we need not only domestic training 
schools for the training of servants, but 
there is need of a vigorous movement for 
the instruction of all women in the 
sciences that capacitate them to be good 
housekeepers, actual factors in the solv- 
ing of those _problems, which certain 
ones-of them are so fond of discussing.

He said that he had 
no information as to the date when the 
claims will be paid. 

In order for a claim to have considera- 
tion, it must be in the hands of the gov- 
ernment officials not more than sixty days 
after July 1. As rapidly as possible they 
will be examined, listed and paid off. As 
there are many thousands of these claims, 
the work of passing on them is no small 
task, and, though the matter will be 
handled by the bureau of internal revenue 
with all possible expedition, claimant~x 
will be compelled to be patient and wait 
for their tura. 

The ent’e matter is in the hands of 
the commissivner of internal revenue, and 
the claims will be paid as fast as they 
are verified, under the provisions of the 
act of March 2. Pending his action, there 
is nothing for those who have put in 
claims to do but to wait.

PAY MORE TAXES

gether pay an aggregate of only about 
$9,000 taxes to the city of Atlanta. In- 
deed, less than the inadequate taxes of the 
Atlarta Railway and Power Company 
alone. Thes> returns are on their face 
and, in fact, ridiculously small. The West 
Point railroad rents out its old depot as 
a warehouse to private parties. It rents 
out a vacant lot on Decatur § street to 
private parties for business purposes. 
The Georgia and the Southern, and prob- 
ably the others, are in the same business. 

“These roads have large quantities of 
land not used for railroad purposes, which 
land is. in the case of some of the roads. 
worth about as much as the 
put for Atlanta city texes on all of the 
railroad property of these roads. I prefer 
to say nothing more about this particular 
resolution, as I feel sure that the report 
that will be made by the assessors in 
their inventory ind valuation will 1 
startling in its evidence of the gross ‘n- 
adequacy of the taxes paid by the steam 
railroads to the city. I can only add that 
in 1% the QGentral paid Atlanta only on 
a valuation of $125,881, taxes amounting to 
$1,573.51; the Georgia on a valuation of 
$44,500, taxes amounting to $556.25: the At- 
lanta and West Point on a valuation of 
$48,987, taxes amounting to $612.33. The 
whole state is interested in this fight, for 
if Atlanta is not getting her due, Georgia 
is also losing her part.’’ 


As to Assessments. 


The other resolution by Councilman 
Kontz providing that a special committee 
should go before the board of arbitrators 
appointed by the state with a view of in- 
creasing the returns of the street railway 
corporations. is as follows: 

Whereas, a committee was appointed by the 
mayor and general .council on Mav 6. which 
action was approved by the mayor May 9. for 
the purpose of endeavoring to secure a more 
just and equitable assessment of the steam 
and electric railroads subject to taxation In the

Whereas, the comptroller general of the state 
of Georgia has refused to accept the returns 
of certain companies and has increased the 
assessment of the property of the same; and 

Whereas. objection has been made to such 
assessment by the companies, and the ques- 
tion is now pending before arbitrators appoint- 
ed as the law requires; be it 

Resolved, That the said committee composed 
of CounctiImen W. C. Rawson, John C. Reed, 
E. Cc. Kontz, M. T. LaHatte, H. W. Grady and 
Harvey Johnson, together with the city at- 
torney, who is hereby made a member of said 
committee, be further appointed to make such 
presentations of the case of the city as may 
tend to the securing of more just and equitable 
assessment as in said resolution of May 9 the 
committee was directed to endeavor to se- 
cure. 

Concerning this resolution Councilman 
Kontz had the following to say: 

“It seems to need no special explana- 
tion. The same committee of council- 
men and aldermen appeared before the 
comptroller general of the state some 
weeks ago and after argument by Judge 
Reed, myself and others, and upon con- 
sideration of the case, the comptroller 
general increased the assessment of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
about four hundred thousand dollars, 
this is, from one million three hundred 
and oda thousand dollars to about one 
million eight hundred thousand dollars. 
It is hoped that this committee may be 
able to convince the arbiters that the 
assessment by tne comptroller ought, at 
least, be sustained, if, indeed, we should 
not be able to increase this assessment.”’
